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Exalted Planets 





An Analysis of the Horoscope of 


Harry S. Truman 


Tue re-election of President Tru- 
man in November 1948 was one of the 
political surprises of the century. My 
prediction of this event was published 
in the October 1948 number of a British 
astrological magazine, and partially re- 
printed in American Astrology for July 
1950. It contained the sentences: “Dewey 
will not be elected. . . Truman will be 
elected. . . . Dewey will fail.” There was 
no “probably” or “I expect” or “on the 
whole it is likely”; the prediction was 
completely definite, grossly improbable, 
and entirely justified. 

The technique of predicting events 
like elections was explained in American 
Astrology for July 1950 and will now 
be familiar; there is therefore no need 
to describe it at length. But judging a 
chart is not always an easy matter, and 
it is advisable in all predictions to have 
as many comparative charts as possible. 
The present is a case in point; without 
a number of charts all pointing in the 
same direction one would have had dif- 
ficulty in deciding. 

To answer the present question I have 
used a dozen different charts for Presi- 
dent Truman alone. This would have 
been an arduous task if they had all to 
be converted to the sidereal zodiac. It 
is however quite simple with the Tables 
of Diurnal Planetary Motion published 
by the National Astrological Library in 
Washington, and the Sidereal Ephemeris 
published by Robert Anscombe and Co. 
of London, England. 

The president’s horoscope is_ well 


known. He was born at Lamar, Mis- 
souri (37° N 39’ 94° W 17’), about 4

p.m.* LMT on May 8, 1884. The chart 
must of course be transferred to Wash- 
ington, and there it has Jupiter in 4° 52’ 
Cancer (sidereal), conjunction the MC 
in 8° 56’ Cancer; the Moon in 11° 54’ 
Libra is conjunction the Ascendant in 
4° 27’ Libra; and the Sun in 25° 26’ 05” 
Aries is in the seventh house conjunction 
Neptune in 27° 28’ Aries. Mars also is 
angular in 23° 59’ Cancer. The Vernal 
Point at birth was in 6° 45’ 56” Pisces 
sidereal, i.e. precession amounted to 23° 
14’ 4”, 

In a recent number (American As- 
trology, July 1951, p. 5) I pointed out 
that Britain would be safe so long as 
King George VI sits on the throne, be- 
cause he has Jupiter conjunction the mid- 
heaven in the very degree of its exalta- 
tion, and Venus rising in her own con- 
stellation. Now here is President Tru- 
man turning up with a rather similar 
configuration — Jupiter exalted on the 
mid-heaven, and the Sun setting, also 
exalted. 

Some astrologers doubt the value of 
exaltations, and point out that they do 
not occur very often in the horoscopes 
of the most powerful characters. I have 
no doubt that in the tropical zodiac the 
exaltations are entirely insignificant. In- 
deed in view of the origin of the exalta- 
tions (Assyria, 786 B.C., see Zodiacs 
Old And New, by Cyril Fagan) it might 
reasonably be doubted whether they have 
any influence whatever. Martin Harvey, 
of Sao Paulo, Brazil, has investigated the 
sidereal exaltations of all the planets in 
the horoscopes of all the kings of Eng- 
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land back to William the Conqueror, and 
came to the conclusion that the exalta- 
tions were only significant in the case of 
particularly weak kings. 

Mr. Harvey has hit the nail on the 
head. Exalted planets do not signify a 
powerful character. On the contrary, 
their function is to exalt people who 
from their character would not seem to 
deserve it. George VI is a perfectly or- 
dinary man with the defect of a stam- 
mer. His father George V was again 
a perfectly ordinary man, but had Jupi- 
ter on the midheaven in its dignity 
Sagittarius. Vincent Auriol, the present 
president of France, is not an outstand- 
ing character, but he has Jupiter exalted 
on an angle, with Sun and Mercury in 
their dignitits also angular. 

Queen Wilhelmina of Holland, a per- 
fectly ordinary woman who had a long 
and successful reign, had Jupiter rising 
in its own constellation Pisces, and the 
Sun ‘setting in its own constellation Leo. 
The present Queen Juliana has Sun and 
Mars exalted. Farouk of Egypt has 
Jupiter exalted in the tenth and has al- 
ready reigned fifteen years. The Mikado 
has the Sun exalted and Jupiter rising 
in Sagittarius; in consequence he was 
dethroned at the end of the war. Haakon 
VII of Norway, who returned to the 
throne after the Nazis were expelled, 
has Jupiter exalted exactly conjunction 
Sun. Indeed the late King Gustav of 
Sweden is the only contemporary mon- 
arch who had a long and successful reign 
without Sun or Jupiter being exalted or 
in its dignity—and to make up for that 
he had Jupiter on the midheaven! 

It is true that Victor Emmanuel III 
of Italy reigned for a long time with- 
out any dignities or exaltations except 
Mars in Scorpio not angular, but then 
he was forced to abdicate. And Alfonso 
XIII reigned from birth for 45 years 
without any exaltations except that of 
Venus, but then he too was forced to 
abdicate. 

So it is entirely to be expected that 
Harry Truman should owe his position 
and succéss not so much to his personal 
qualities as to having the Sun and Jupiter 
both angular and both exalted. It fol- 
lows, however, that just as Britain is 
safe under George VI. so the U.S.A. is 
safe under Truman. He may not be a

great man, but from the astrological 
point of view he is an excellent mascot. 
_ And so we return to the election. Here 
is Truman’s solar return for 1952-3, 
covering the election period. (Note—the 
fixed sidereal zodiac is used for these 
calculations).

This is not a very good chart; for 
though the rising planets are excellent, 
the setting planets are very bad. Sun 
and Jupiter are both angular in the first, 
which is a sign of re-election, other 
things being equal, but other things are 
not entirely equal. The Ascendant falls 
right between the oppositions of Saturn 
and Neptune, the two planets of failure, 
Mars also is in the seventh (fortunately 
in its detriment), and the mideaven is 
likely to be upset by the opposition of 
Uranus. Either Truman will not be re- 
elected, or he will have a very trouble- 
some year of office. 

The Moon, on the other hand, is not 
so weak as she looks. Moon opposition 
Sun in a solar return tends to satisfy 
one’s pride, and this Moon also has the 
trine of the natal Jupiter. 

But the chart as a whole is inconclu- 
sive. The essential significators. of re- 
election—Sun, Jupiter, and Moon—are 
all there, two of them angular and the 
third well-conditioned. Yet Uranus, Sa- 
turn, and Neptune are all hostile. 

The lunar return for the ré-election 
period will be that of October 19, 1952, 
sidereal time at Washington 15-13-04. 
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This shows MC 26° Libra opposition 
Jupiter 24° 16’ Aries. Since the natal 
Sun is in 25° 26’ of the constellation 
Aries, the lunar midheaven falls right 
opposite the transit of Jupiter over the 
natal Sun! This will bring out the influ- 
ence of Jupiter very strongly. Saturn 
and Neptune fall in the eighth, Mars and 
Uranus are cadent, so all the malefics 
are unimportant. This chart, in fact, is 
in favor of re-election. 

For confirmation we have the chart of 
President Truman’s accession to power. 
He took the oath at 6:09 p.m. EST on 
April 12, 1945, and renewed it at noon 
on January 20, 1949. Using the former 
chart as radix, with Moon in 4° 57’ 
Aries sidereal, we have a lunar return 
for November 1, 1952 with sidereal 
time at Washington 3-6-10, MC 25° 
Aries conjunction Jupiter 22° 41’ Aries, 
to say nothing of Pluto conjunct to the 
Ascendent! The Truman administration 
will clearly be re-elected. 

For further confirmation I have calcu- 
lated the lunar returns of the president 
himself and of his accession chart to 
cover January 20, 1953, the date when, 
if not re-elected, he would have to re- 
tire. None of these four charts (two 
lunars, one demi-lunar, and a quarti- 
lunar) shows Saturn or Neptune any- 
where near an angle. Therefore, in spite 
of some very bad transits to his acces- 
sion chart, one cannot astrologically 
doubt that, if he stands, Truman will be 
returned to power. Indeed the fact that 
for the period of the election Jupiter 
is precisely on the meridian both of his 
own lunar and of the administration’s 
lunar returns, is an interesting example 
of how a sound astrological method cor- 
roborates itself. 

The news, I am aware, will be unwel- 
come to some. I am sorry for this, but 
one cannot please everybody, and when 
making predictions one cannot afford to 
be influenced by likes and dislikes, even 
one’s own. The calculations are simple 
and the results are there for all to see. 

Now we cannot of course be entirely 
certain of this prediction until we have 
also analyzed the horoscope of the other 
candidate—that is to say, at least until 
nomination day. There is a curious astro- 
logical reason for thinking that this 
other candidate will, as widely expected, 
be Senator Robert Taft, namely the fact 
that a quite decisive transit in his horo- 





scope happens to be exact on the morn- 
ing of November 5th (by the sidereal 
zodiac; by the tropical it occurs on Oc- 
tober 29th). This however is not reason 
enough to make a firm prediction. 

If astrology were not true, the twelve 
charts used to cover the possible re- 
election of President Truman would not 
confirm one another as they do; they 
would merely differ and contradict one 
another promiscuously, Also we might 
expect to find two candidates each show- 
ing Sun, Moon and Jupiter all angular 
in their charts for the date of the elec- 
tion. I do not believe this ever occurs. 
Still, Truman’s returns are not the best 
that one could wish to see, so there is 
still hope for the other side, at least in 
theory. 

Septimius Severus, not knowing the 
hour of his birth, looked round for a 
wife whose horoscope foretold that she 
should be empress. He found one, mar- 
ried her, and became emperor of Rome. 
This is how the Republicans should go 
to work in their choice of a candidate. 
But of course it is not so easy.

PART I 


Tue Presidency of the United States 
is the only honor that we jealously 
guard; it is the only one that we reserve 
to native-born sons alone. Many of our 
presidents have been mediocre men, but 
some of them have achieved greatness. 
It is said that the president often “grows 
into the office.” It is said that, in time of 
trouble, we have always been fortunate 
enough to find a man who could rise to 
the exigencies of the occasion. Like most 
generalizations these two beliefs have an 
element of truth in them. ; 
The office of the presidency is a flexi- 
ble one; it shrinks or grows according 
to the caliber of the man who holds it. 
The powers of the president are flexible ; 
they shrink or grow according to the na- 
tion’s situation. The stature of the indi- 
vidual presidents has varied widely. 
There is an Astrological pattern to 
which the horoscopes of all presidents 
conform. It is made up of specific factors 
in the individual charts and of the re- 
lationship between each chart and that 
of the United States. In addition most 
of the presidents have been “men of the 
moment,” in that the transits of the heavy 
planets have emphasized the tie-in be- 
tween their individual horoscopes and 
that of the country during the period in 
which they held office. (To take a brief 
example: Calvin Coolidge is the one 
whose chart, along with that of J. Q. 
Adams, shows the widest divergence 
from the common pattern—but he has 
the Sun at 12 Cancer exactly on the 
United States Sun, and he was elected 
in 1924 just as the transiting Pluto was 
reaching this degree.) It would seem then 
that the man (the president), the place 
(the United States), and the time (the 


transiting planets) all come together in 
our national life. 
A Specialized Profession 

Politics in our country is a specialized 
profession. It utilizes skills and talents 
that are- peculiar to its own field. A man 
may be a great general, for instance, but 
lack political talent. A first-class business 
man may find himself lost in a wilder- 
ness if he ventures into Washington. A 
politician of only average ability may, at 
times, make a perfectly acceptable and 
competent president, as our history has 
already demonstrated. The Astrological 
qualifications that make a president do | 
not indicate personal caliber, nor even 
outstanding success in office ; they simply 
indicate the basic qualifications for a 
highly specialized type of job. 

The Tenth and Fifth Houses of our 
national horoscope, and the natural Mun- 
dane Tenth and Fifth Houses, govern 
the presidency. We must look to them 
to discover the type of man we elect to 
our highest office. If we consider only 
those aspects that are close we find the 
following: the Tenth House Moon is in 
trine to Mars; the Fifth House Neptune 
receives a sextile from Mercury and 
forms a trine to Pluto; the Fifth House 
Saturn receives a square from the Sun; 
the Mundane Tenth House Pluto re- 
ceives the trine from Neptune and an 
opposition from Mercury; the Mundane 
Fifth House is untenanted. We should 
expect to find these aspects, or some 
variation of them, prominent in the 
horoscopes of our presidents. 

Neptune-trine-Pluto can be called the 
aspect of political stature. The trine as- 
pect of itself has scope and creativity. 
Neptune in Virgo has what Evangeline 
Adams calls a “clairvoyant materialism,” 
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an “almost psychic knowledge of men 
and events.” Capricorn lends a practical, 
but soaring grandeur to Pluto. The as- 
ect falls in our natal horoscope from 
the Fifth House of the president, poli- 
tics and creativity to the Ninth House of 
vision, faith and intellectual scope. 

The two Mercury aspects—the opposi- 
tion to Pluto and the sextile to Neptune 
—lend political “savvy.” Mercury, the 
Ascendant ruler in the Third House of 
day-by-day living and pragmatic, ration- 
al thought, receives an_ inspirational 
quality from its sextile to Neptune. From 
its opposition to Pluto there is the need 
to find a working balance, a compromise 
(the opposition) between theory (the 
Ninth House) and its practical applica- 
tion (the Third House). There is the 
need to balance conflicting interests and 
viewpoints. A president may get along 
without political stature (Neptune trine 
Pluto), but he will be hard-pressed if 
he lacks political “know how” (Mer- 
cury opposition Pluto, or Mercury sex- 
tile Neptune). 

The two Mars aspects—the trine to 
the Moon and the square to Neptune— 
lend political glamor. Mars is energy and 
attraction; the Moon adds personality 
and flair and brilliance; Neptune adds 
the compelling magnetism of the . dedi- 
cated leader at one extreme and the 
demagogue at the other. 


Sun-Saturn Square 


The Sun-Saturn square lends political 
realism and toughness. Falling as it does 
in the Second House of national wealth 
and income and the Fifth House of poli- 
tics and the president, it shows the prac- 
tical necessity for that practical machine 
which each one of our presidents has 
had to have behind him (in modern 
times, at least)—and also the tie-in be- 
tween our economic and political life. 

In the table (in next issue) the inci- 
dence of the possible presidential aspects 
is shown as they occur. Thus, Washing- 
ton has Mercury-trine-Neptune, a varia- 
tion of Mercury-sextile-Neptune in the 
United States horoscope. He has Nep- 
tune-trine-Pluto, the exact form of the 
aspect to be found in our national chart, 
and so on. Where the aspect is wide and 
approaching it is marked “a”; where it 
is wide and separating it is marked “b”. 
In all such cases it falls widely within 





the presidential pattern, but is not close 
enough to be considered effective if one 
were reading the individual horoscope 
apart from this special study. I have 
omitted the chart of Zachary Taylor, for 
the date of his birth is in some doubt 
and cannot be used with assurance. There 
are, thus, thirty-one maps to be used as 
a basis for study. 
Neptune-Pluto Aspects 

The first fact of interest that arises 
from the table is that the first fifteen 
presidents (with the exception of Tay- 
lor, who is not included, and Pierce, who 
has a square) all have trine aspects be- 
tween Neptune and Pluto, From Wash- 
ington through Buchanan they cover the 
first complete cycle of Uranus in our 
national life. It would seem that the po- 
litical stature of the Declaration clung 
to the office of the presidency during all 
those years, whether the individual presi- 
dent happened to be personally above 
average or not. The aspect then changes 
to crisis (the square) form with Lin- 
coln and the men who followed him. It 
becomes mildly benefic (the sextile) from 
1880 on—and then enters a new phase, 
a new beginning (the conjunction) in 
weak strength with Hoover, and full 
strength with Franklin Roosevelt and 
Truman. 

The second fact to note is the chang- 
ing emphasis of the Sun-Saturn aspects. 
They are wide or non-existent up to the 
present century, with the following ex- 
ceptions: Jefferson—a _ trine; Monroe 
and Pierce—a sextile; Lincoln—a square 
(the first strong appearance of the as- 
pect in its pure form); Grant—a con- 
junction. Starting with T. Roosevelt 
every president has had a Sun-Saturn 
aspect of some sort. Only in Truman’s 
case is it very wide; only in Taft’s is it 
harmonious (the sextile) rather than full 
of tension (the square, conjunction or 
opposition). The reasons for this change 
of emphasis are not hard to find. Since 
the beginning of the Twentieth Century 
one heavy planet after another has trans- 
ited the sign Cancer, placing a present- 
day emphasis on the Sun-Saturn square 
in our natal horoscope. We have, natu- 
rally, elected to office men with this 
aspect prominent in their ‘charts—men 
who could cope with our accentuated 
Sun-Saturn problems of their own Sun- 
Saturn characteristics. One may suppose

that the heavy incidence of this aspect 
will fall off after 1956 when Uranus, the 
last of the heavy planets to transit Can- 
cer, will leave the sign. 

(Neptune first entered Cancer in July 
1901, and T. Roosevelt took office in 
September of the same year upon fhe 
death of McKinley. Neptune then re- 
mained in Cancer until 1915-16. Pluto 
first entered Cancer in September 1912; 
it remained there until 1937-39. Uranus 
first entered Cancer in 1948 and still 
transits there. With the exception of the 
years from 1939 to 1948 this whole 
century has had the influence of some 
heavy planet in Cancer. During that in- 
terim [1939-48] Neptune first entered 
Libra in 1942.to set off our natal Sun- 
Saturn square from another angle, and 
during 1944-46 Saturn transiting in Can- 
cer added its additional emphasis. ) 

If we study the presidential horoscopes 
to see how many have had political 
stature (Neptune to Pluto), political 
“savvy” (Mercury to Neptune or Pluto), 
political glamor (Mars to Moon or 
Neptune) and political realism (Sun to 
Saturn), we find the following. Every 
president but Harding and Coolidge has 
had some variation of the Neptune-Pluto 
aspect—or 29 out of a possible 31. The 
aspect is close and strong in 20 cases. 
We find some aspect between Mars and 
the Moon* or Mars and Neptune in 
every horoscope except those of J. Q. 
Adams and Van Buren—or 29 out of a 
possible 31. It is close and strong in 22 
cases. We find some aspect between Mer- 
cury and Pluto or Mercury and Nep- 
tune in every chart except those of 
Adams, J. Q. Adams, Tyler, Cleveland, 
B. Harrison and Taft—or 25 out of a 
possible 31. It is close and strong in 19 
cases. We find some sort of Sun-Saturn 
aspect in 27 charts out of a possible 31. 
It is close and strong only in the Twen- 
tieth Century (with the noted exceptions). 

From this we may conclude that the 
four political qualities listed above are 
necessary to give a man _ presidential 
caliber. Twenty out of 31 of our presi- 
dents have had all four qualifications; 
every other president has had three of 
them (with the exceptions of J. O. 
Adams who had only one and B. Harri- 
son who had only two). Those presidents

who have been lacking in even one have 
been, without exception, among our less 
distinguished first executives. They are: 
Adams, Van Buren, Tyler, Polk, Hayes, 
Cleveland, Taft, Coolidge, Harding. 

If we study the horoscopes of the 
presidents to see how many have planets 
in conjunction with planets in the United 
States horoscopes, we come up with some 
significant data. For this study I have 
also included the four angles of our natal 
chart and the two Nodes, but have had 
to use solar horoscopes for the presi- 
dents, since the hour of birth is unknown 
in most cases. There are 16 conjunctions 
formed with the United States’ Neptune 
and North Node, 15 with Pluto, 12 with 
Uranus, Saturn and the Moon, 11 with 
the South Node, 8 with the Sun and 
Mars, 7 with Mercury, 6 with Jupiter 
and Venus. It is interesting to note that 
contacts with Neptune, the North Node, 
Pluto, Moon, Uranus and Saturn are 
the highest. This would seem to indi- 
cate that our presidents, as a whole, have 
had close contacts with the loftiest part 
of our national life (the Neptune-Pluto 
trine of political stature, the North Node 
which is the point of integration, the 
Mid-Heaven Aquarian Moon which is 
the peak point of a grand trine in Air 
signs, the rising Gemini Uranus). 


In every presidential chart, with the 
exception of J. Adams, Grant, Harding 
and Coolidge, there is at least one con- 
junction between a planet and an angle 
in the United States horoscope. This is 
27 out of a possible 31 men. (If we had 
accurate birth hours for all the presi- 
dents, the interplay between planets and 
angles would probably be found to work 
both ways.) 

I have also made a study of the presi- 
dents’ horoscopes according to their 
Solar-Lunar polarities. To this I have 
added the planet Mars for several rea- 
sons. Mars represents physical energy, 
initiative, bravery and moral courage. A 
president who is weak in these character- 
istics makes an ineffectual executive in- 
deed. These qualities are all necessary to 
the effective fulfillment of his work, and 
not the least are initiative and moral 
courage. I have also included Mars be- 
cause it is rising in our horoscope; it 
describes the sort of people we are, and 
—therefore—the type of man we feel at 
home with, and are apt to admire.

An Analysis of the Horoscope of 
Phineas Parkhurst Quimby 


Tus year marks the sesquicentenary 
of the birth of a very humble but majestic 
figure: the lonely preacher of a Truth 
which was just then dawning, in that 
fruitful and active interval between the 
discovery of Uranus and that of Nep- 
tune. 

He may, in a way, be considered as 
the positive and spiritual polarity of 
Mesmer, preceding him in the second 
half of the XVIII Century. Just as Mes- 
mer claimed his power as based on a 
subtle but material agent—Animal or 
Human Magnetism—thus stressing the 
personality of the Healer, as a privi- 
legiately endowed one, at least from this 
viewpoint, Dr. Quimby (as he was then 
called) laid the stress on the impersonal 
and inherently spiritual (and therefore 
universal) Power of Truth, or Divine 
Healing, of which man should be only a 
humble and modest agent. 

Very little does the author know of 
the life of this founder of Truth heal- 
ing, and almost nothing of its first 
period, previous to his emerging in the 
full daylight as a publicly renowned 
Healer. But we know with enough cer- 
tainty the two chief landmarks of his 
birth and death dates, and that he was a 
watchmaker by trade. 

His life peacefully transcurred between 
Lebanon, New Hampshire, where he 
was born in February 6, 1802, and Bel- 
fast, Maine, where he passed on Janu- 
ary 16, 1866. Sometimes the date Febru- 
ary 16th has been given as that of his 
birth, with an evident confusion of the 
two figures.

wt the time of his birth the two major 
planets, Jupiter and Saturn, were retro- 
grading before their conjunction, which 
occurred in June 16th, at 4°56’ Virgo, 
in almost exact opposition to Pluto. His 
death occurred when Saturn, after two 
of its cycles, was reaching anew to an 
opposition to Pluto, then at 12° Taurus, 
with a transit of Mars over the place of 
the Sun-Jupiter conjunction at 11° 
Capricorn. 

Not knowing the time of his birth, 
and instead of drawing another more or 
less hypothetical figure, we have pre- 
ferred to make the horizon line coinci- 
dent with that of the two Nodes, and the, 
houses approximately equal to a twelve- 
fold division of the Lunar Zodiac—de- 
termined by the crossing of the planes of 
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the Moon’s and Earth’s revolutions—an 
alternative procedure to the more usual 
one of making the Sun-Earth line coinci- 
dent with the horizon of the birthplace. 
It is always, in our opinion, no less 
meaningful, although both proceedings 
can never fully substitute the very spe- 
cial individuality of the actual horizon, 
whenever the birth time may be ascer- 
tained. 

As it may be seen all planets, in- 
cluding the Earth’s zodiacal position 
(Gea) and its Moon’s projection (He- 
cate), are grouped between Capricorn 
and Aries, on the one side, and Leo and 
Scorpio, on the other, leaving only four 
signs and a distance of 120° without 
any known planet. 

The one, and probably the Eastern 
side, has the two lights at a sextile dis- 
tance, and the personality planets, Mer- 
cury, Venus and Mars, all reach with 
the Sun towards Pluto, and to the op- 
position to Jupiter and Saturn. The other 
side has the four superior and greater 
planets, with the Moon’s South Node 
and the Earth’s two projections. 

There are several reasons for placing 
his Ascendant on the sign of Pisces 
between Pluto and the North Node; since 
he led a double life, had a double career, 
and his chief interest was Healing, which 
he pursued progressively and in a double 
way: A perfect adjustment of very del- 
icate mechanisms and the human per- 
sonality, both in regard to their Body 
and to their Soul. This sign has, in 
addition, Pluto, the planet of Power: 
and power he was seeking. The Power 
of Healing, first as Mesmer healed, and 
as Jesus, much previously and _ better, 
had done. Also the Moon, although in 
the sign of Aries, is in the Pisces con- 
stellation. 

But, Aquarius and Capricorn are no 
less stressed. Lofty ideals and aspira- 
tions, a fine understanding mind and 
very, peculiar delicate feelings are given 
by Mercury, the Sun and Venus in 
Aquarius, the two latest also in the con- 
stellation of the Goat, making, together 
with an exalted Mars, for some apparent 
outer rudeness, and a deeply penetrating 
sight. If we add the severe duty-making 
impact of the Jupiter-Saturn conjunction, 
we have a conjunction of an utter del- 
icacy, a very fine sensibility, together

with a steel sharpness and sternness— 
such as we may find in a watch or in 
a clock. 

We know that he was a deeply relig- 
ious man and a great reader of the Bible, 
whose teachings he always tried: to apply 
to his life. This is borne out not only by 
the religious inclining of the same Saturn- 
Jupiter conjunction, but also through his 
10th and 9th houses polarized toward 
the Ninth sign, sextile to his Aquarian 
planets and trine to the symbol of the 
human soul, the Moon. Perhaps the in- 
fluence of Neptune should also be added 
to the Ninth house. 

As to his family life, this author knows 
little or nothing. The exact square of the 
Moon in fiery Aries—just leaving the 
opposition to the Seventh House Uranus 
—to her Lord, Mars, neither supports 
a happy married life, nor even very 
harmonious or enduring relations with 
the other sex. 


Mary Baker Eddy 

Judging from his first disregard of 
the then Mrs. Patterson—later Mrs. 
Mary Baker Eddy—when she applied 
to him for healing, and whom later he 
helped to heal of her many ills, he may 
have nurtured, either innately or as a 
result of his previous experience, a sort 
of general unconcern for womankind, 
And this may also explain the later fiery 
disowning on the part of the founder 
of the Christian Science movement of 
her own healer and teacher. 

His generally unassuming attitude, the 
placing in the background of his private 
life and the late coming to a degree of 
fair celebrity, are also explained by his 
dominant signs Aquarius and Pisces and 
the situation of most of his planets in 
cadent houses. But Uranus, Mars and 
the Moon in angular signs, if not also 
in angular houses, together with the 
steady individuality of Aquarius, are on 
the positive side and make for an impetus 
necessarily leading, sooner or later, to 
a most deserved recognition. 

The two planets nearer to the Mid- 
heaven, and to which the Sun is nearest 
to an aspect (a recessive one with Mars, 
a progressive square to Neptune) may 
be taken as indicators of his two chief 
active leadings, both subjected to the 
dominion of a Virgo Jupiter, with a 
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Saturn-Mercury disposition. Mars in 
Capricorn, evidently pointing to his first 
material trade of clock-maker, Neptune 
in Martial-Plutonian Scorpio: his later 
calling to the healing ministry. In both 
careers he devoted the untiring stead- 
fastness given by his Sixth house’s con- 
junction of the major planets, under the 
most exacting stimulus of an opposing 
Pluto. 


The Turning Point 

The turning point of his life, when his 
first career gradually merged into the 
other, was just after the middle of his 
life, when the progressed Sun reached 
his North Node—if not also his Ascen- 
dant—and progressed MC (as given in 
our chart) passed from Capricorn to 
Aquarius. At just this time there was 
also, as could have been expected, a 
progressed conjunction of retrograde 
Mercury with the Sun. He was first 
trying to emulate Mesmer, under the 
stimulus of the Sun trine to Neptune, in 
the years preceding 1840 and the (shortly 
after) following new (mundane) con- 
junction of Jupiter and Saturn in Capri- 
corn 9° (January 26, 1842). And he 
gave exhibitions of mesmerism in New 
England and New Brunswick. 

But his restless investigating mind, 
seeking the underlying Truth or Healing 
Principle, and his deeply religious soul, 
were not satisfied. He gradually came 
to the discovery that every ill is rooted 
in the very mind of the person—a con- 
clusion which Astrology also bears and 
demonstrates—that it was “an erroneous 
state of mind, a false mental concept,” 
and the chief work of healing was its 
eradication or overcoming. 

It was a very earnest effort to heal, 
just as related in the New Testament, 
that gave him the key. He found that 
power, which was the principle of Heal- 
ing (as he named it), inherent in the 
Truth of Being, which is Perfection. 
That Principle “which is not of man 
himself, whose character is goodness and 
intelligence.” He used to say afterwards: 
“When I believed in mesmerism my 
knowledge was of this world, and not of 
Truth.” ' 

Another phrase of his which may ex- 
plain the whole process of this philo- 
sophic or Divine Healing, and which has 
become the foundation of New Thought 
and all related schools, is the following: 





“The natural man is redeemed by the 
Truth that man is made in the image 
and likeness of God.” He referred to his 
theory as “Science of Health, Principle, 
Truth, Science of Christ and Christian 
Science.” This last denomination was 
not, therefore, originated by Mrs. Eddy, 
although she could rightly claim to be 
the founder of the Church to which it 
was afterwards applied. 


New Truth Principle 


It was in 1840, the transition point 
from Mesmerism to the New Truth 
Principle, that Quimby’s progressed As- 
cendant entered Gemini, applying to its 
trine with both Uranus and Venus, 
which it reached about 1846. Two or 
three years before the progressed MC 
had reached the same Venus radix posi- 
tion and progressed Sun entered Aries. 
So we must not marvel if we find in 
those years, after his discovery of the 
Principle, the most active and fruitful 
period of his life, entirely dedicated to 
healing, teaching and writing—the high- 
er natural calling of such an Aquarian- 
Piscean as he was. 

He then treated, in some twenty-five 
years, approximately 12,000 patients— 
an average of one daily at first, and two 
in his last years—seated patiently with 
each of them, at times for hours, by 
questioning them in a sort of psycho- 
analysis, to find the mental root of their 
trouble, and informing them, so as to 
revert their attitude of mind, and polar- 
izing it towards the Healing Principle. 

His last five years or so he passed 
in Portland, Maine, where he moved 
under the influence of progressed MC. 
reaching Mercury, progressed Sun 
reaching the radix Moon square to Mars, 
progressed Mars entering Pisces, and 
progressed Moon on his progressed Asc., 
near the natal Fourth House. 


Works in Library of Congress 


There, under the evident influence of 
Midheaven conjoined to Mercury, he 
had published his Questions and An- 
swers. But he wrote much more, some 
ten volumes of manuscripts, and other 
articles, mostly unpublished, which can 
be found, together with his wide corre- 
spondence, in the Library of Congress.

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CANON lil 
Semi-Diurnal or Nocturnal Arcs 

The semi-diurnal or nocturnal arcs are 
thus obtained; the semi-diurnal in de- 
grees and minutes, by adding the ascen- 
sional difference to 90; when a star has 
north declination, by subtracting it from 
90, when south. On the contrary, the 
semi-nocturnal is found by subtracting 
the ascensional difference from 90°, 
when a star declines to the north; and 
by adding it to 90, when the star de- 
chnes to the south; for either the re- 
mainder or sum will be the semi-nocturnal 
or diurnal arc in degrees and minutes. 
If the declination above given, viz. 12° 
25’, be northern, the semi-diurnal arc 
will become 101° 26’, by adding the 
ascensional difference 11° 26’ to 90°: 
if the declination be south, the semi- 
nocturnal will be the same; if the decli- 
nation be north, and subtracted from 90, 
there will remain the semi-nocturnal arc 
78° 34’: but if it be southern, the semi- 
diurnal will be the same. If you would 
reduce the semi-diurnal or semi-nocturnal 
arc into hours and minutes (See Canon 
XI.), you will likewise have the semi- 
diurnal and semi-nocturnal arc of the 
places in the ecliptic from the tables of 
semi-diurnal and nocturnal arcs. At your 
Pole’s elevation, if the sign of the given 
degree be in the upper part, look for its 
degree in the descendant degree placed 
to the left; but if it be at the lower part, 





in the ascendant degree, which is to the 
right, and in the common angle of meet- 
ing, you will have the arc required, whose 
denomination you will perceive under 
the very sign, whether diurnal or noc- 
turnal. And remember, if there are min- 
utes, to take the proportional parts; but 
if it be denominated semi-diurnal, and 
you want the semi-nocturnal, or the con- 
trary, subtract the arc found from 12 
hours, and the remainder is the other arc 
required, In the nativity of Charles V. 
the Sun is in 14° 30’ of Pisces: at the 
Pole’s elevation 52°, I find the sign 
Pisces in the lower part; wherefore, to 
the 14 ascendant degrees, I take in the 
common angle the semi-nocturnal arc, 6° 
33’; but because the Sun has above 30’, 
I subtract one minute, and there remains 
the semi-nocturnal arc, 6" 32’: whereas, 
if I want the semi-diurnal arc, I take 
65 32’ from 125, and there remains 5% 
28’. Of the latitudinal planets, provided 
their declination does not exceed 23° 28’, 
the said semi-diurnal or nocturnal arc, 
in hours and minutes, may be had thus: 
After reducing their declination to the 
longitude of the ecliptic, in the manner 
explained in Canon I. with this degree 
of the ecliptic, I enter the table of semi- 
diurnal arcs, and take dut the hours and 
minutes corresponding thereto, in the 
manner we have mentioned, etc. as in the 
nativity of Sebastian. Saturn hath decli- 
nation 7° 47’, and is reduced to 19° 50’ 
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of Libra, or 10° 10’ of Pisces, whose 
semi-nocturnal arc at the Pole’s eleva- 
tion 40°, is 6° 27’, 
CANON IV 
The Horary Times 

These may be taken several ways; first, 
the diurnal from the partition of the 
semi-diurnal arc in degrees and minutes 
taken by six; the nocturnal from the 
partition of the semi-nocturnal, likewise 
by six, which six temporal hours the car- 
dinal signs of the world are mutually 
distant: let the semi-diurnal arc be 104° 
45’, the 104° divided by 6 make 17, and 
there remains 2; which, reduced to min- 
utes, and these added to the other 45, 
makes 165; which, when divided by 6, 
the quotient is 27’, and makes the horary 
items 17° 27’ diurnal. Secondly, the 
horary times of the parts of the ecliptic 
are collected in the proper tables; as to 
the pole’s elevation 45 to 15° of Taurus 
in the ecliptic, the horary times diurnal 
are 17° 51’. Thirdly, the semi-diurnal 
are taken in hours and minutes, if multi- 
plied by two and a half, is converted 
into the diurnal horary times; and, in 
like manner, the semi-nocturnal arc into 
the nocturnal horary times; as the semi- 
diurnal are of 15 of Taurus, at the Pole 
45°, is 7* 9’, which, multiplied by 2 and 
a half, becomes 17° 52’. Fourthly, of 
the planets having latitude, let their given 
declination be brought back to the ecliptic 
in the manner as explained in Canon I, 
and with that degree of the ecliptic in 
the table of horary times, they may be 
taken as above-mentioned; but if the 
planet has a greater declination than 23° 
28’, the horary times cannot be taken 
any other way, except by the help of the 
ascensional difference. But if you have 
the diurnal horary times, and want the 
nocturnal, or the contrary, subtract your 
sum from 30, and the rest will be the 
horary times required: as in the given 
example, I subtract 17° 51’ from 30, and 
there remains the horary times nocturnal 
12° %. 


CANON V 
Right Ascension 


This you will take from the proper 
table; and if the given place be in the 
ecliptic, so as to have no latitude, laok 
for the right ascension under the column 
0° 0’, and in the common angle you have 








it, by taking the proportional part for the 
minutes of longitude, if there are any, 
as in Cannon I. In the nativity of Charles 
V, the Sun is in 14° 30’ of Pisces; the 
right ascension of 14 of Pisces, is 345° 
16’; for the 30’, 28’ are due, to be added, 
and the Sun’s right ascension becomes 
345° 44’. If the given place be not in 
the ecliptic, but has latitude from it, and 
is in the integral degrees, both according 
to longitude and latitude in the common 
angle, you will have the right ascension: 
but if there are likewise minutes, let the

CANON VI 
Right Distance 
,10 know the distance by right ascen- 
sion of the stars in a right circle, sub- 
tract the lesser from the greater, that is, 
the right ascension of the preceding place 
from the right ascension of the following, 
and the remainder is the right distance 
required. And this caution is to be ob- 
served, that as the right ascension is 
an arc of a circle, numbered in degrees 
of the equator, which are 360, commenc- 
ing at the beginning of the sign Aries, 
and terminating with the end of Pisces, 
when it happens that the right ascension 
of the preceding place is less than a circle, 
as in Pisces, Aquarius, etc. and the fol- 
lowing place greater than the beginning 
of the circle, as Aries, Taurus, a whole 
circle, or 360, must be added to the right 
ascension of the following places, and 
from their sum subtract the right ascen- 
sion of the preceding place. Let the 18° 
of Aquarius be upon the Medium Ceeli, 
whose right ascension is 320° 30’, and 
the following place be 15° of Aries, 
whose right ascension is 13° 48’; you 
cannot subtract 320° 30’ from 13° 48’, 
unless you add 360°, which makes the 
sum 373° 48’; from which subtracting 
the 320° 30’, there remains 53° 18’, the 
right distance required. And this caution 
is to be observed in all subtractions of 
ascensions, whether right or oblique, and 
whether, in degrees and minutes, or hours 
and minutes. 
CANON Vil 
Oblique Ascension and Descension 
Will be had by subtracting the ascen- 
sional difference from the right ascension 
of the star, if its declination be northern; 
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but, if south, by adding the ascentional 
difference to the right ascension, and the 
sum, or remainder, is the oblique ascen- 
sion. Lastly, if it has no declination, that 
right ascension becomes oblique ascen- 
sion. On the contrary, the oblique descen- 
sion will be found, by adding; if the 
declination be northern, by subtracting ; 
if south, to or from the right ascension. 
Example: to 1° 23’ of Taurus, the dec- 
lination is 12°; its ascensional difference 
at the Pole’s elevation 42°, as we have 
mentioned in Cannon II, is 11° 2’; the 
right ascension is 29° 13’; but as the 
declination is northern, subtract the as- 
centional difference 11° 2’ from the right 
ascension, and there remains the oblique 
ascension 18° 11’. Now, 1° 23’ of Scor- 
pio has the same declination and ascen- 
sional difference, which is to be added to 
the right ascension 209° 13’, because the 
declination is southern, and the oblique 
ascension is 220° 15’; besides, there are 
extant many tables of oblique ascensions 
by which they may be gained; as those 
of Argoll’s and several others. 


CANON VIII 


To reduce the Right Ascension, or Oblique, 
to the Degree of Longitude in the Eclipse, or 
to any other Place of Latitude or Longitude. 


Look for the given right ascension of 
the ecliptic in the body of the table of 
right ascensions under the column of 
latitude O° 0’, and you will have the 
places in the ecliptic, corresponding to 
it, by taking the proportional part for 
the minutes, if there be any. But if, when 
the right ascension of a latitudinal planet 
is given, you are desirous to know to 
what longitude in the ecliptic it‘ corres- 
ponds, look for that right ascension under 
the column of the given latitude, and 
in the column of longitude you will have 
the degree of the ecliptic corresponding 
to it: as, for example, the right ascen- 
sion of 157° 48’ in the ecliptic answers 
to 6 of Virgo; but if the right ascension 
157° 48’ be, for example, for the Moon, 
in latitude 5° southern, it answers to 
8 of Virgo; but with this caution, be- 
cause the Moon then mediates the mid- 
heaven with 6° of Virgo, but has the 
rays in the Zodiac to the other planets 
from 8° of Virgo. In like manner you 
must reduce the oblique ascension to the 
ecliptic from the table of the oblique 
ascensions of the Pole’s elevation; as the 
oblique ascension of the ecliptic 168° 9 
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to the Pole’s elevation 45° is reduced 
to 21 of Virgo in the ecliptic; but, if 
the oblique ascension be of the Moon is 
south latitude 5°, I say it is reduced to 
19° of Virgo with latitude, as is there 
posited, but with the same distinction ; for 
then the Moon co-ascends in the same 
circle of position with 21° of Virgo, but 
has the rays to the other planets in 19° 
of Virgo. This revocation is of service, 
in order to know what longitude and dec- 
lination the significator encompasses by 
the direction, and consequently with what 
planets it contracts the aspect when in 
the Zodiac, which is, by adding the arc of 
direction to its right ascension, if it be 
found in the right circle in the nativity; 
or to the oblique ascension, if elsewhere. 


CANON IX 


Distances from the Cusps of the Angles or 
other Houses. 

The distance from any cardinal sign 
or house (that is) from their cusp, will 
be easily obtained after the ascension of 
that house or cardinal sign, and likewise 
the ascension of a star is given; for 
subtracting the lesser, which is the pre- 
ceding place, from the greater, which 
is the following, the remainder will be 
the distance of the star from that house 
or cardinal sign; but “if the house or 
angle be in the descending part of heaven, 
taking the descensions of the house, and 
the same of the star, or the ascensions 
of the opposite places, and subtracting, 
in like manner, the’ lesser from the 
greater, the remainder will be the dis- 
tance required. The preceding place is 
that which is in the lesser degrees; the 
succeeding in the greater: as the begin- 
ning of Aries precedes, the beginning of 
Gemini follows; and thus in all. The 
distances of the stars from the cusps of 
the houses may be taken without the 
oblique ascensions; but the right ascen- 
sion is to be known, together with the 
semi-diurnal and nocturnal arcs, or the 
temporary hours; for after taking their 
primary distance from the culminations, 
the secondary distances are made at the 
cusps of the houses; and the ninth and 
eleventh houses are distant from the me- 
ridian, by the double horary times, or 
the third part of the semi-diurnaél arc; 
the eighth and twelfth, by double gem- 
ination, &c. Wherefore, the primary and 
secondary distance of a star from the 
meridian being given, always subtract the 
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lesser from the greater, and you will 
have the star’s distance from the given 
house; by primary distance I mean that 
which the planets have in a nativity; but 
the secondary, that which they acquire by 
direction. There are several examples in 
the nativities which are shewn farther 
on. 


CANON X 

To describe a Figure of the Heavens. 

This we are taught by almost all pro- 
fessors, but in a very different manner; 
therefore be pleased to take here a very 
concise method. If the italic hour be 
given, let the astronomical be made, by 
adding the semi-diurnal arc. In the tables 
of houses at the Pole’s elevation given, 
let the place of the Sun be looked for, 
upon the cusp of the tenth house, and 
let the time from noon be taken, which 
is found on the back of it, and added 
to the astronomical hours found above. 
Finally, with this sum, when it is found 
in the same table of houses, directly 
opposite, will appear the signs and degrees 
which belong to the six eastern houses, 
taking the proportional part, when there 
is occasion. Of the other six western 
houses, the cusps are described with the 
opposite signs, and the same degree as 
the opposite houses. 

Another way.—The italic hour being 
given, let the degree opposite to the 
Sun of the given day be sought for in 
the ascendant, and let the time from noon, 
which shall be found there, be added to 
the given hour; when this sum is found, 
let the division of the houses, directly 
opposite, be taken, &c. From this same 
sum of the hours, subtract the time from 
noon found at the degree of the Sun’s 
place on the same day, constituted in the 
tenth house, and there will remain the 
astrological hour; or, in other words, 
post meridian, as in the nativity of 
Charles V. The given italic hour is 10% 
11’; which place in the horoscope is 14° 
of Virgo, on the back of which the time 
from noon is 4" 29’, to which add 10" 11’, 
and the sum is 14" 40’; which, when I 
find in the tables of houses, I take their 
divisions, &c. Again, I place the Sun in 
the meridium coeli, and there I take 
23" 1’, from which reject 14" 40’, first 
adding the 24" (as we have said in 
CanonV1), there remain the astronomical 
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hours 15" 39’ post meridian. 


To place the planets in the figure, let 
the astronomical hour be equated; first, 
by the table of equation of natural days, 
then for the difference of meridians, in 
the manner they are noted. The places 
of the planets are very easily calculated 
to the equated hour, from the Sexagenary 
table, in this manner :—In the first col- 
umn on the left hand, to the number 24, 
for 24 hours, look in the body of the 
table for the planet’s motion ; and directly 
under the same column, at the given hour, 
you will have its motion, to be added 
to the place of the same, at noon; or 
to be subtracted, if the planet be retro- 
grade, as in the example of Charles V. 
The diurnal motion of the Moon is 
14° 39’, which, opposite to the 24th 
number, I find, in the body of the table 
Sexagenary, under the 37th column; but 
because there they do not go so far as 
minutes, I take the proportional part, 
and I find it corresponds under 36° 37’: 
with the 15th hour, under the 36° I 
take 9°; and, for the 37’ from the 
difference which is there made, I add 9; 
again, for the 39’ of the given hour, 
I look under 37, and, at 39, in the com- 
mon angle, I take 24’ to be added, and 
this makes all the Moon’s motion 9° 33’, 
to be added to its place, calculated for 
noon; but as the Moon’s Longitude is 
in 27° 12’ of Sagittarius, its place im- 
merges to the given hour, 15% 39’ in 6° 45’ 
of Capricorn. As for the other planets, 
when their motion exceeds 72’, whereas 
in the Sexagenary table at 24, the greater 
number is 72, make use of half the 
diurnal motion of the planet, and the 
product of the given hour must be 
doubled: as the diurnal motion of Venus 
is 75’, I use half this number 37, and 
I find opposite 24, under the column 93; 
wherefore, opposite 15, under the same 
column, I take 24, which, doubled, makes 
48; or use the geminated hours, as 48, 
for 24’. In the body of the table, I find 
the motion of Venus 75, under the col- 
ugin 94; but opposite 31, for the 15" 39’, 
I take 48 or 49, as before. In like 
manner are the latitudes calculated, by 
reducing the parts to minutes, and looking 
on the sides for days, and in the body 
for the difference of latitudes, &c. As

The Triangulation of Semi-Ares

Ir is not only necessary to know the 
semi-arc of a planet or star to find out 
‘when it will arrive on the ascendant or 
descéndant by progression or regression, 
but also to determine its mundane posi- 
tion, both radically and when directing it 
to the aspect of or conjunction with an- 
other body, as explained in Part VII 
(September 1950). For this reason the 
semi-arc formula given in the previous 
article will be found particularly useful. 
Care must be taken in applying it, how- 
ever, for as presented it is only correct 
for diurnal semi-arcs when the latitude 
of. the place and the declination of the 
planet are of opposite polarities (one 
north and the other south). When the 
two polarities are the same the resulting 
semi-arc is the nocturnal one, and needs 
to be subtracted from 180° to get the 
diurnal semi-arc. 

The basic of the formula will be bet- 
ter appreciated from a study of the 
spherical triangle concerned, and for an 
illustration the diurnal and nocturnal 
semi-arcs of a body with 20° S. declina- 
tion when viewed from geographic lati- 
tude 60° N. are given on the accompany- 
ing Diagram X. (This declination is that 
of the Moon used in previous articles, 
and her speculum data for the latitude 
mentioned may be found in Part VII), 

The diagram pictures the heavens as 
* seen by an observer looking east in lati- 
tude 60° N. with the Moon exactly on 
the eastern horizon. Her circle of decli- 
nation is shown 20° south of the equator, 
and the dotted line is the semi-circle of 
her right ascension running from pole 
to pole, cutting the equator at right 
angles. It is one of these right angles

which forms part of our spherical tri- 
angle. The latter is indicated in heavy 
lines and is built up from sections of 
three great circles, the horizon, the 
equator and that running through the 
Moon and the poles. Although the first 
two appear as straight lines they are 
really circles viewed edge on, and their 
junction at the east point is most im- 
portant, for it marks the point of 
“oblique ascension,” 90° or 6 hours fur- 
ther round from the right ascension of 
the midheaven, measured on the equator. 
The inclined straight line running from 
pole to pole and passing through the east 
point is the semi-circle of oblique as- 
cension seen edge on, the other half of 
the circle passing through the point of 
oblique descension‘on the western ho- 
rizon. 
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It is not difficult to visualize the semi- 
circle of the Moon’s right ascension as a 
Junate curve hinged about the polar axis, 
swinging eastwards and upwards from 
the northern half of the meridian to cross 
the line of oblique ascension before ar- 
riving at the position shown on the dia- 
gram where the Moon is about to rise 
above the horizon, after which it con- 
tinues its course until it coincides, with 
the southern meridian, where the Moon 
culminates prior to swinging downwards 
to set in the west. In carrying out this 
evolution we have neglected Luna’s local 
motion through the signs, and have 
simply treated her as a radical body re- 
taining her original declination, her path 
from meridian to meridian lying along 
her circle of declination and the time 
taken in the process being exactly twelve 
sidereal hours. 

It will be seen that the length of the 
Moon’s nocturnal semi-arc is much 
greater than that of her diurnal semi- 
arc. The two together make up the 
twelve sidereal hours or 180°, which can 
either be measured along the equator or 
about the poles, the latter being the sum 
of the two angles “A” and “B” on the 
diagram, angle “A” being equivalent to 
the nocturnal semi-arc, and angle “B” 
the diurnal, the corresponding distances 
on the equator being “C-D” and “D-F,” 
matching with ‘“c-d” and “d-f” on the 
Moon’s circle of declination, traversed 
in the same periods of time. 


As we are setting out to find the 
Moon’s diurnal semi-arc (“d-f”, or “D- 
F”, or angle “B”), it should be obvious 
that if we can calculate the distance 
“E-D” and ‘subtract it from 90° (dis- 
tance “E-F”), we shall be left with 
“—D)-F”, the distance (or angle) required. 
The reason for this procedure lies in 
the fact that in the right-angled spherical 
triangle “E-D-d” there are two “knowns,” 
one being the angle between the equator 
and the horizon at “E” (30°, the co- 
latitude of the place of observation), and 
the other length of the side “D-d” (20°, 
the Moon’s declination). From these two 
we could, if necessary, obtain all the 
other angles and sides of the triangle, 
but the only one in which we are inter- 
ested is side “E-D”, known as the “as- 
censional difference,” for it is the differ- 


There 
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ence between the semi-circle of oblique 
ascension and the right-ascensional semi- 
circle occupied by the body on the 
horizon. 

The formula concerned runs as fol- 
lows: 

log cot co-lat. plus log tan dec. 
equals log sin asc. diff. 

Now, it was explained in the previous 
article that the cotangent of an angle is 
equivalent to the tangent of the differ- 
ence between that angle and 90°. Simi- 
larly with the sine and cosine, and by 
making use of these facts we can con- 
veniently ignore the co-latitude of the 
place of observation by substituting “tan 
lat.” for “cot co-lat.” in the above 
formula, while as we only want the as- 
censional difference in this case in order 
to subtract it from 90°, “sin. asc. diff.” 
can be dropped and “cos semi-are” used 
in its place, the formula then assuming 
the shape in which it was presented in 
the previous article. . 

For abbreviation “geographic latitude” 
can be expressed as “pole,” short for 
“polar elevation” or the elevation of the 
pole above the horizon, which is always 
equal to the latitude of the place of ob- 
servation, as may be appreciated from 
Diagram X. Further, used in this way 
the term “pole” can also be applied to 
the cusps of houses other than those 
formed by the horizon in those systems 
of house division where the intermedi- 
ate cusps are great circles intersecting 
the equator. 

The adjusted formula can now be used 
to find the lunar semi-are. 


To log tan pole 60°N.00 10.23856 
Add log tan Moon’s dec. 20°S.00’ 9.56107 
Answer log cos Moon’s 

D.S.A. 50° 55’ 9.79963 


To obtain the nocturnal semi-are the 
answer may be subtracted from 180°, 
yielding 129°05’, but if that semi-are 
had been wanted in preference to the 
other it would have been easier to read 
the answer to the sum ag “log sin A.D.”, 
or 39° 05’, and then adding 90° to it, 
as should be clear from the diagram. 
Similarly, had the declination and the 
polar elevation both been north, the 
answer should again have been taken as 
“log sin A.D.” and added to 90° for the 


diurnal semi-arc. 
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The R.A.M.C. when the Moon is on 
the eastern horizon can now be found 
by subtracting her diurnal semi-arc from 
her R.A: (321° 53’ minus 50° 55’ re- 
sults in 270° 58’ as the R.A.M.C.), and 
conversely, adding the Moon’s semi-arc 
to her R.A. gives 12° 48’ as the R.A.M.C. 
when she is on the western horizon. 
While not strictly germane to the sub- 
ject of the present article, reference to 
the American Astrology Tables of 
Houses for latitude 60° N. reveals the 
interesting facts that although the Moon 
is in Aquarius 17° 53’ she rises with 
Aries 4° 13’ and sets with Aquarius 
12° 28’, according to the two values 
found for the R.A.M.C., differences 
which should be sufficient to stress the 
importance of giving due consideration 
to the mundane position of any celestial 
body more than one or two degrees 
away from the ecliptic, particularly in 
horoscopes cast for high latitudes. 


The trisection of the semi-arcs, both 
diurnal and nocturnal, will enable the 
R.A.M.C. to be found when the Moon is 
crossing the cusps of the intermediate 
houses of the Placidian system of house 
division, but that point has already been 
dealt with in Part VII (September 
1950), together with the domal position 
of a planet not on a cusp. 

Summarizing our conclusions, we have 


the following formulae to choose from.

It will be noticed that in these calcula- 
tions nothing more than declination and 
right ascension have been used in lo- 
cating the place of the Moon. This is 
due to the fact that when working out 
mundane positions we are only concerned 
with the rotation of the sphere, and 
consequently the great circles which go 
to make up the housing structure are 
sufficient in themselves to form the neces- 
sary frame of reference.

the latitude of Mercury to the 20th of 
February is 3° 16’, to the first day of 


‘ March it is 2° 11’, the difference is 65’ 


for the 10 days; from which, for the 4 
days, are produced 26, to be subtracted: 
but, because the Sexagenary table to 
number 10 is not extended above 30, I 
look for it at the triplicate of 10, which 
is 30, and I find 65 under 130; but, at 
the triplicate 4, i.e. 12 under 130, I find 
26 as above: I look for 10 at the quad- 
riplicate, which is 40, and I find it either 
under 97 or 98; for in the one it is 
deficient, in the other it exceeds in the 
minutes 20 seconds; and at the quadrip- 
licate 4, 7. e. 16 under either of the same 
columns, I find 26 as above.

broadcast their ignorance to the 
listening public.

CONCERNING RADIO BROADCAST 
“Superstition and the Stars" 


Sponsored by the University of 
California on Columbia Broad- 
casting System, December 30, 
1951. 


This broadcast is totally unworthy 
of the great university that has been 
sadly victimized by the individual, or 
individuals, who foisted it upon that 
institution, 

The writer of the manuscript is 
very badly misinformed on the sub- 
ject treated. He exhibits not only a 
very great ignorance but an attitude 
which indicates a total unwillingness 
to give a fair presentation of the sub- 
ject and conversely a desire to operate 
in the manner of the Salem witch 
burners. The title of the broadcast 
Superstitions and the Stars immediately 
labels the broadcast as a piece of 
propaganda as contrasted to a scholar- 
ly presentation. 

The voice of the broadcast calls 
himself “University Explorer.” In 
earlier days some real explorers vis- 
ited the so-called “dark continent” of 
Africa and brought back tales of the 
“superstitions” of the natives. Among 
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them was the superstition practiced by 
the natives in throwing seeds through 
the flames of a ceremonial fire under 
the foolish belief that the god of the 
fire would give them better crops. It 


took our very smart civilized scien-: 


tists more than a century to discover 
that these early explorers exhibited a 
very great ignorance in ascribing the 
practice of the natives to “supersti- 
tion,” and that the natives were prac- 
ticing a very sound scientific procedure 
in sterilizing seeds against disease by 
destroying the disease carrying viruses 
by heat. The sterilization of seeds is 
one of the very recent discoveries of 
modern scientific agriculture, but when 
practiced centuries earlier by the na- 
tives of Africa it was just “supersti- 
tion” and “magic.” 

The ancient Chinese were, in our 
eyes, victims of stupid superstitions 
and vicious magic when their doctors 
administered a concoction made from 
the dried skins of toads, when the 
early explorers brought these tales 
back to us. But when our doctors dis- 
cover the same concoction more than 
a thousand years later, and call it 
ephedrin, as happened within recent 
decades, it becomes a great achieve- 
ment of modern science. 

These incidents could be multiplied 
endlessly from the history of science. 
Only the unscholarly, the ignorant, 
use the word superstition today as in- 
dicating a practice without factual 
basis. 

If the “Explorer” were not so pro- 
foundly ignorant of the subject and 
of science in general he would not at- 
tack the “zodiac” as the exclusive 
creation of the astrologers. The zodiac 
as used by our most orthodox as- 
tronomers is described in text books 
and is defined and used in the Nautical 
Almanac issued by the Naval Observa- 
tory in Washington. The symbols for 
the signs of the zodiac and for the 
planets used by astronomers and as- 
trologers are identical. 

Says the “Explorer”: “The zodiac 
was arbitrarily divided into twelve 
regions, whose names have become 
fixed as the signs in the astrologer’s 
zodiac. The planets were named after 
the heathen gods of the times and were 
assigned the god’s supposed character- 


istics.” 





It is true that the band in the skies 
through which the planets travel has 
been arbitrarily divided into twelve 
regions. Is it unscientific to set up 
arbitrary units? The hours, minutes 
and seconds into which we divide the 
day are purely arbitrary units. The 
degrees on the astronomer’s circles are 
purely arbitrary units. The centimeter, 
the unit of length, used by the scien- 
tists is a purely arbitrary unit. The 
unit of atomic weight (mass) is pure- 
ly arbitrary. 

As to planets being named after 
“the heathen gods of the times”—let 
us check up. Uranus, Neptune and 
Pluto were discovered and named by 
our modern astronomers. Are Uranus, 
Neptune and Pluto gods of our mod- 
ern times in whom our modern as- 
tronomers believe? If the naming of 
the earlier discovered planets after 
the gods was a case of ignorance, stu- 
pidity and superstition for which the 
astrologers are to be condemned, how 
does the continuation of the practice 
by our very modern, very best, as- 
tronomers prove that they are not 
equally ignorant, stupid and supersti- 
tious? The “Explorer” should recall 
that Pluto was discovered within his 
lifetime within the region of local in- 
fluence of the University of California 
and was named by astronomers after 
Pluto, ruler of the realms of darkness. 

The “Explorer” quotes Dr. Bart J. 
Bok, who about 1940 issued a report 
condemning astrology. Dr. Bok is a 
brilliant, careful, conservative, fully 
qualified, outstanding astronomer and 
a member of the staff of the Harvard 
College Observatory. It would be very 
undesirable to create a guilt-by-associ- 
ation situation involving Harvard Col- 
lege Observatory. While Dr. Bok is a 
member of the staff of Harvard Col- 
lege Observatory it was not in this 
capacity that he made his report on 
astrology. He made his report under 
the auspices of The American Associa- 
tion of Scientific Workers, Boston and 
Cambridge Branch. This organization 
is of the nature of a labor union or 
guild. It is not a scientific organiza- 
tion. It was a newly formed organ- 
ization at the time and its techniques 
of organization and the mechanisms 
by which it progressed itself suggest- 
ed those that are characteristic of or- 
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ganizations associated with a certain 
ideology. The fact that its first target 
was astrology did not minimize the 
suggestion. Discussion of this report 
usually carries the connotation “by 
Dr. Bok of Harvard College Observa- 
tory.” Harvard College Observatory 
has never formally disclaimed this im- 
plied association. There is still ample 
time for it to do so. However, there is 
very little likelihood that Harvard Col- 
lege Observatory will take such formal 
action. By having the report issued 
under the auspices of the American 
Association of Scientific Workers that 
organization, with little, if any, pres- 
tige at stake assumed the full responsi- 
bility for an action which the Harvard 
College Observatory would find it hard 
to defend if it assumed responsibility. 

As to the Bok report itself, it is an 
utterly inadequate piece of research 
carried on in a totally unscientific man- 
ner. Dr. Bok would be the first to 
object if all of his very excellent scien- 
tific work were to be judged, and his 
future in astronomy determined, on 
the basis of the competence demon- 
strated and ‘the adequacy of the me- 
thods used in framing that report. He 
would ask that consideration be given 
to extenuating circumstances under 
which the report was issued, and that 
allowance be made ‘for his youthful 
excess of misguided enthusiasm. 

As a piece of scientific research the 
Bok report is a farce and no serious 
consideration should be given to it by 
astronomers, astrologers, or anybody 
else. 

The “Explorer” quoted Dr. Morris 
Fishbein, formerly President of the 
American Medical Association, and 
Editor of the American Medical Jour- 
nal, as stating “Astrology is the bunk.” 

Dr. Fishbein is a gentleman with 
fine social graces, a commanding plat- 
form presence, and a high degree of 
executive ability. Dr. Fishbein, how- 
ever, has never done the slightest bit 
of research work in astrology... He is 
utterly unqualified to pass any rational 
judgment upon it. When Dr. Fishbein 
says’ ‘Astrology is the bunk,” the fully 
justified reply is “Dr. Fishbein’s state- 
ment is the bunk.” Dr. Fishbein is not 
competent to make the statement 
credited to him. If he said “I believe, 





etc.” then he would be stating a truth. 
But of what value would be the state- 
ment of personal belief held by a per- 
son who has not established by re- 
search and knowledge a competent 
foundation to make that opinion of 
value? 

Dr. Fishbein is further quoted: 
“There are no good doctors who use 
astrology in any shape, manner or 
form.” Dr. Fishbein is fully aware that 
it can be said with an equal degree of 
truth: “No good pathologist practices 
surgery.” This does not mean that 
pathologists consider surgery the 
bunk. They do an excellent job in 
diagnosing illnesses as specialists in 
that field but surgery is not their field 
and they do not practice it. Those who 
do not practice surgery are not prac- 
ticing the bunk just because Mr. Fish- 
bein could say truthfully that patholo- 
gists do not practice it. 

Dr. Fishbein is a master of the art of 
propaganda. The propaganda is large- 
ly worthy, to be sure, but propaganda 
nevertheless. There are many more in 
the medical profession of his type. 
Suppose an astrologer were to evalu- 
ate the methods and techniques of the 
medical profession on the basis of the 
activities of such spectacular perform- 
ers in the medical field as Dr. Fish- 
bein. The astrologers could, with the 
greatest of justification, report that 
doctors talk about things on which 
they are not well informed. This pic 
ture would, of course, be entirely un- 
true for exactly the same reason that 
Dr. Fishbein’s statement was in- 
accurate—lack of competence in 
knowledge to make the statement and 
totally inadequate basis for forming a 
judgment. 

In conclusion, the ignorance of an 
“Explorer” speaking beyond the do- 
main of his knowledge, the orb of his 
judgment and the realm of his wis- 
dom, should not be drawn as an in- 
dictment against the honest scholars 


on the faculty of the University of 


California. May he gain enlightenment 
on the fact that there are distinguish- 
able points of difference between him 
and the one entity in Creation, entitled 
on the basis of supreme knowledge 
and wisdoin, to pass judgment on his 
fellow men.

A few words of explanation anent Ameri- 
can Astrology Ephemeris by Comm. Walter 
M. Wynne, M.S., U.S.N. Ret. 







We believe our readérs deserve to be 
better acquainted with the earnest en- 
deavors of Clancy Publications to give 
the public the very best ephemeris for 
their needs. That is why, this month, we 
are reproducing in full the ephemeris for 
March 1952 exactly as it appears in our 
annual ephemeris which sells for a 
very reasonable price. We want to keep 
this price low but this is possible only 
as more readers come to know the 
greater advantages over all other ephe- 
merides of using our ephemeris. Ex- 
amine it a moment. 

It is an American ephemeris. The time 
for which it is computed (Eastern Stand- 
ard Time) is the time not only of the 
political and economic centers of the 
Americas but if South America is in- 
cluded, it is the central time zone also. 
The time in any other zone in the 
Americas is quickly shifted to EST with 
hardly any mental effort. With that you 
consult the ephemeris and pick out the 
positions for any day in March. 

You will see that planetary positions 
are given you to DECIMALS of minutes 
of arc. No other astrological ephemeris 
gives you these decimals. They are im- 
portant because you have to interpolate 
for some time of day. Alongside the 
planet’s position its motion in 1 hour is 
given. No other ephemeris gives you 






































this. No troublesome subtraction for you 
to make. It’s all figured out for you. 
THEN FURTHER to facilitate your 
interpolations there are tables you enter 
at end of the ephemeris where, opposite 
to the hourly motion, you read the in- 
terpolation for hours and minutes direct- 
ly. No bothering with logarithms, unless 
you want to. 

Where else can you get such aids and 
such accuracy? 

Wherever the motion of a planet is 
sufficiently uniform we drop the hourly 
motion and give you the motion for 
hours and minutes ON THE SAME 
PAGE. For instance, Venus. Just add 
what you see in the little side columns. 
Handy, isn’t it? Same for the sun with 
his bothersome seconds of arc. The near- 
est side column to the date you want 
gives his motion in hours, The first side 
column is exactly for the 5th day of the 
month, the others for the 15th and 25th. 
The column for minutes of time is good 
all month long. We give the sun’s longi- 
tude to fractional seconds of arc so as 
not to lose a whole second in adding up. 

You may say you are used to “Green- 
wich Time.” If you mean the old G.M.T. 
(for Greenwich Noon) abandon it! It 
was given up by astronomers in 1924. 
That’s over 27 years ago. To begin with, 
half the time your date was out. It was 
such a nuisance it was dropped for Civil 
Time. Those who continue to publish 
ephemerides in G.M.T. are doing you a 
disservice.

Day equal year: In the pro- 
gressed horoscope we use the move- 
ment of the planets and lights of 
one day for one year. I know it 
works remarkably well, but have 
often wondered how come one can 
use a day equal to a year. Could you 


please clear this point up for me?

ANSWER: The Sun is the key factor 
in the measure of all cycles. In progres- 
sion this is the hour hand on the “Clock 
of Destiny.” By progression we find the 
tofal pattern of a human life in its 
broader perspective is but a reproduction 
of a relatively miniature cycle measured 
by the movement of the Sun over a rela- 
tively limited period of time. 

For instance, a solar year is the period 
of time elapsing from the moment the 
Sun is in a given degree of the Zodiac 
until it returns to that degree. In as- 
trology this is called a “Solar Return” 
(annual). Likewise one solar day is the 
time that elapses from the moment that 
the Sun is in a given mundane degree 
until it returns to the same relative posi- 
tion approximately 24 hours later, i.e. 
the solar day is completed when what 
the astronomers call the “hour angle” of 
the Sun is once more the same. 

Hence in progression we count for- 
ward one day for each year, then erect 
a chart for the same hour (the birth 
hour) on. that new (progressed) day. 
This is in fact a diurnal solar return and 
in accordance with the accepted theory 
of cycles, is logically accepted (for the 
purposes of progression) as a miniature 
of the corresponding annual solar return.

Saving Time and 
War Time, or are they the same?

Daylight Saving Time but found it’s 
out of print.

ANSWER: The book World Daylight 
Saving Time is out of print, but a sup- 
plement is available which gives com- 
plete detailed information on time changes 
and time zones all over the world. This 
can be purchased from our Book De- 
partment. 

We can best define and explain the 
operation of the various times in use by 
quoting from Funk & Wagnall’s New 
Standard Encyclopedia, as follows: 

1—_STANDARD TIME—lIn 1882 
the United States Congress passed a 
joint resolution authorizing the President 
to call an international conference to fix 
and recommend for universal adoption 
acommon prime meridian to be used in 
reckoning longitude, and in the regula- 
tion of time throughout the world. The 
conference assembled in Washington, 
Oct. 1, 1884. Delegates representing 26 
countries were present, but they were 
not able to agree unanimously upon a 
prime meridian. However, most of them 
favored the adoption of Greenwich, 
England, as the origin of longitudes. 
When the Prime Meridian Conference 
met, the United States and Canada had 
already selected a series of standard 
meridians, differing in longitude from 
that of Greenwich, by exact multiples of 
15°. Now 15° of longitude corresponds 
exactly to one hour of time difference, 
and therefore the local times of the sev- 
eral standard meridians differ from 
Greenwich by an even number of hours 
without fractional minutes and seconds. 
In the United States the standard time 
meridians are those whose longitudes are 
west of Greenwich 60°, 75°, 90°, 105° 
and 120°. The times of these meridians 
are respectively 4 hours, 5 hours, 6 
hours, 7 hours, and 8 hours slow on 


a“ 





Greenwich time. The time of the 60th 
meridian is called Colonial, that of the 
75th meridian Eastern, that of the 90th 
Central, that of the 105th’ Mountain, and 
that of the 120th Pacific-time. The lim- 
iting lines of the time zones have been 
so drawn arbitrarily that they never di- 
vide any town. Where such a division is 
theoretically unavoidable, the dividing 
line for actual use is drawn on the map 
with a crook in it, so as to put the whole 
town on one side of the line, 


2—DAYLIGHT SAVING, an ad- 
justment of clocks, by setting them ahead 
in summer, so as to take advantage of 
all possible daylight, substituting an hour 
of sunlight at one end of the day for an 
hour of light at the other, Clocks are set 
ahead one hour about May Ist, and set 
back an hour, to normal time, about Oc- 
tober Ist, thereby affording workers 
more daylight for recreation in the eve- 
ning. It is not universally observed, and 
operation of railroad trains under this 
daylight-saving system is not common, 
most of the roads adhering to standard 
time. One railrodd with a terminal in 
New York City operates entirely under 
daylight saving time, although it feeds 
another running on standard time. This 
railroad, the Long Island, has a passen- 
ger traffic composed almost entirely of 
commuters, and clocks in its stations 
show both times. 


There has been controversy in some 
states over legislation for “saving day- 
light,” representatives of rural districts 
declaring the practice interferes with 
farm work, although it may benefit the 
city worker. Daylight saving laws, like 
those of Massachusetts, do not interfere 
with Federal rights and raise no ques- 
tions over which Federal courts have 
jurisdiction, the United States Supreme 
Court ruled in dismissing a case ap- 
pealed by the Massachusetts State Grange, 
the Brotherhoods ‘of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, Firemen, Enginemen and others. 
The Connecticut Legislature, on the other, 
hand, passed a law making it an of- 
fense to show other than Eastern Stand- 
ard time in clocks publicly displayed, but 
daylight saving time was observed by 
banks, offices, and stores in most of the 
State’s large towns. A Maine law passed 
in 1928 was similarly disregarded. Day- 
light saving time has been observed under 
municipal ordinances in the entire New 
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York metropolitan district. In upstate 
New York, it is observed at Albany and 
many other cities; but 149 incorporated 
villages and 22 cities retain standard 
time. Similar discrepancies occur in many 
other states. In Ohio, owing to demands 
for daylight saving in cities, towns and 
villages, the whole state was put on 
Eastern Standard time by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. In North Da- 
kota in 1929 the Legislature fixed the 
standard time for the State as Central 
time, but in certain sections the railroads 
continued to operate on Mountain time. 

“Summer time” (daylight saving) has 
been in effect in Great Britain several 
years. Germany adopted the measure in 
1916. Soon Holland, Austria, Turkey, 
France, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Italy, Switzerland, Spain, Portugal and 
parts ef Canada, with some cities in the 
United States followed. Benjamin Frank- 
lin..originated the idea, but the modern 
proposal came first from William Wil- 
lett, an Englishman, who in 1907 pub- 
lished a pamphlet called Waste of Day- 
light. 


VEGA 
Campbell River, P.O. B.C 


Could you tell me the day that 
the star VEGA is South of Polaris? 
And in line—or in other words— 
conjunct—with the sun (and earth)? 

I'll be looking in American As- 
trology for the answer.

In 1952 the day will be December 
29th (in 1951 it is December 30th) when 
Vega and the sun have the same right 
ascension. 

Referring to the American Astrology 
Ephemeris you will note the R.A. of 
Vega is 278° 50’. The R.A. of the sun 
at midnight, E.S.T., will be 278° 6’ on 
December 29th and 279° 12’ on Decem- 
*ber 30, 1952. There will be a conjunction 
of sun and Vega at 3:11 p.m, Eastern 
Standard Time on the 29th which is 
12:11 p.m., Pacific Standard Time. 

Referring once more to the American 
Astrology Ephemeris you will find the 


12:11 p.m., P.S.T. to be 2 minutes, 11 
seconds and the sun slow. This means 
that at 12:02 p.m., P.S.T., the sun will 
bear south if the longitude of your lo- 
cality is 120° West. If you are 1° to the 
west of this meridian you add four min- 
utes to 12:02 p.m., or if 1° to the east 
you subtract four minutes. Proceeding 
in this manner and interpolating for the 
geographical longitude where you are, 
you arrive at the Pacific Standard Time 
when the sun bears south. Because Vega 
will be conjunct the sun in R.A. at 12:11 
p.m., Vega will bear south, practically, 
at the same time. 

Once you have done this there is still 
one more small complication owing to 
the fact that Polaris bears exactly north 
only at two moments each day. From 
the Nautical Almanac it appears that 
Polaris will be about 1° 20’ to the east 
of north at this time of day so once you 
know when the sun bears south you will 
have to allow time for 1° 20’ P.S.T: 
when sun, Vega and Polaris are in line 
on December 29, 1952.

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STARS IN PISCES 


FOMALHAUT 


Late in February and through most 
of March when interest is centered i 
the sign Pisces, because of the sun be- 
ing there, there is parallel interest di- 
rected to the prominent fixed stars in 
that sign. Of all of them there are only 
two of the first magnitude and also of 
the first importance ; so we will deal only 
with these two. The first is Fomalhaut, 
the second is Deneb, and while the first 
lies somewhat to the south of the ecliptic 
and the second in the far north, never- 
theless both are in the very early degrees 
of Pisces only a degree apart and of 
quite similar and interesting natures. 
Fomalhaut (pronounced Fo-mal-hot, 
with accent on the first syllable) is a 
bright white star in the mouth of the 
Southern Fish. The latter constellation is 
not to be confused with the constellation 
of the Fishes (Pisces). Pisces lies on 
the ecliptic (naturally because it is a 
zodiacal constellation) whereas Fomal- 
haut is 21 degrees to the south of the 
ecliptic in an entirely different constella- 
tion. It is not difficult to find, for there 
is no bright star anywhere near it with 
which it might be confused. Early in 
September it is on the meridian at mid- 
night. Look well to the south: it is the 


only bright star to be seen in that direc- 
tion and rather low down in these lati- 
tudes. 

From antiquity Fomalhaut has enjoyed 
favorable mention from astronomers. It 





was one of the four roval stars of 


ancient 
Persia and Babylonia. It was the Watcher 
of the’South and it was popularly be- 


lieved to be the initiator of the winter 
season because of its nearness at that 
time to the “first degree” of Capricorn. 
This was a long time ago. According to 
the astronomer Hutchinson, Fomalhaut 
was at zero degrees Capricorn in the ap- 
proximate year 2500 B.C. For not a few 
centuries before and after that period 
Fomalhaut heralded the coming of 
winter. This constituted a conspicuous 
and easily remembered piece of astron- 
omy particularly because three other 
prominent fixed stars are approximately 
in square or opposition to Fomalhaut 
and these three were heralds of the other 
seasons. These were Aldebaran (at 0 
Aries about 3000 B.C.) which heralded 
the spring; Regulus (at 0 Cancer circa 
2350 B.C.) which heralded the summer, 


and Antares (at O Libra circa 3000 
B.C.), which heralded the autumn. The_ 
fact that Aldebaran, Regulus and An- 


tares were (and are still) zodiacal stars 
whereas Fomalhaut, even in these days, 
was south of the zodiacal belt did not 
seem to disturb the ancient astronomers. 
Owing to changes slowly brought about 
by the precession of the equinoxes many 
constellations which are now well to the 
south could be seen much higher up in 
the heavens in our latitudes. For in- 
stance, in 3000 B.C., the famed Southern 
Cross could be seen from as far north 
as Quebec. Anyway Fomalhaut has al- 
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ways been justly famous among star- 
gazers. Among the astrologers there 
seems to have been unanimity of opinion 
that Fomalhaut was very fortunate and 
powerful. Its influence was likened to 
that of Mercury and Venus in combina- 
tion. All manner of: good things flowed 
from it; even when malevolence arose 
it was said to be of sublime scope and 
character. The astrologer Alvidas alone 
tried to describe its influence in terms 
of Jupiter but also in terms of Saturn 
when negative. 

In the light of modern tradition this 
is not hard to understand and interpret. 
In other words Mercury plus Venus 
equals Jupiter. When this fails, substi- 
tute a negative Saturn for Jupiter, Spe- 
cifically Mercury represents perfected 
humanity; Venus the next step forward 
after such relative perfection, namely, the 
spiritual Kingdom—that which is re- 
ferred to in the Holy Bible as the king- 
dom of heaven. The Gospels in particu- 
lar have a lot to say about this kingdom. 
Whoever blends his humanity with the 
spiritual world—and doesn’t just dream 
about it or wish for it—receives in re- 
turn an abundance of gifts. As control 
is established on the intuitional, mental 
and emotional levels, a return on the 
physical levels comes about after no 
great lapse of time. The effect is Jupiter 
in all his glory as the great benefic. If 
there has been a serious departure from 
this procedure, the effect is in terms of 
Saturn. 

Such is the influence of Fomalhaut. 

What good is this to the reader? Nice 
to know, some would say. But there is 
always the eminently practical person 
who wants to know what this can mean 
to him. Well, frankly, as an individual 
and no more, it can mean nothing to 
him. The fixed stars do not influence. us 
directly but only as we are individuals 
within certain groups and only then 
when the star is within the zodiacal belt. 
Fomalhaut lies outside that belt. How- 
ever, we are all of us in these our times 


living at the end of the Piscean Age, 
The Vernal Equinox is in the first few 
degrees of Pisces where Fomalhaut also 
has its longitude. Ditto for Deneb which 
we will consider next. If the back- 
ground of our era is worth looking into 
at all, then consider Fomalhaut and 
Deneb. 

Fomalhaut lies 23 light-years away 
from the solar system, is several times 
larger than the sun and gives 16 times 
more light. Its longitude on January 1, 
1952 was 3° Pisces 10’ 57.4”, its latitude 


21° S 7’ 52.2”, right ascension 343° 45’ - 


4.4”, declination 29° S 52’ 47.0”. Its ap- 
parent longitude is changing about 50.82” 
per year at this time. To the first order 
of approximation its position in past and 
future time would be that given in table 
below. 

DENEB 

Now let’s take a swing over to the 
north, to the brilliant white star in the 
tail of the Swan. In the summer time no 
one has trouble locating Vega. It. is near- 
ly overhead around midnight in the lati- 
tude of Washington. Therefore find 
Vega. Coming to the meridian an hour 
later will be the brilliant Deneb—some- 
what to the north of where Vega is 
found. You can’t miss it. 

Its influence is the same as Fomalhaut 
but it is Fomalhaut stepped up many 
times. In the old texts it is described as 
Mercury and Venus, same as Fomalhaut, 
but such description served in times 
when no planets were known or recog- 
nized beyond Saturn. Today we can do 
better. The influence of Fomalhaut is 
really ‘like that of Neptune, properly 
understood, but in the case of Deneb we 
are at a loss, for its planetary corre- 
spondent is either not yet discovered or 
more probably is. not yet on station, as 
it were. The best that can be done is to 
step up Neptune many times in its case. 
But what a picture results! It is almost 
like the glorious culmination that will be 
when humanity on this earth has about 
run its course and is at the graduation 
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exercises before going on en masse to 
some higher and nobler activity. 

Among the customs, traditions and 
teachings of the mystics of past cen- 
turies certain astronomical keys can be 
found—and practically nowhere else. In 
the 17th century in what is now the 
Eastern zone of Germany there lived 
the shoe-maker of Goerlitz: Jacob 
Boehme, one of the great mystics of all 
time. To this day people like to read 
Boehme’s writings because of the effect 
on them even though they haven’t the 
slightest idea what he was writing about. 
In Boehme’s writings you find references 
to Cygnus, the Swan. There is, for in- 
stance, the hint that escape from the evil 
of the solar system is possible in the 
direction of Cygnus. Deneb is Alpha of 
Cygnus, its chief star. 

Deneb is not a near star, as bright 
stars go. Measurements of its distance 
vary but the latest measurements show 
it is about 465 light-year’s distant so that 
the light we see from Deneb in 1952 left 
Deneb in the year 1487 A.D., or before 
the discovery of America. But Deneb is 
coming our way at the enormous rate 
of 1200 million miles per year. One 
of the more recent texts on astronomy 
(Duncan’s) states that its approach to 
the solar system is “in a straight line 
toward us.” The statement about a 
straight line follows from the compara- 
tively few centuries of observation of 
the stars. Straight line paths in space are 
practically non-existant but sensibly 
straight line portions of curved paths 


are common. There is no fear that our ‘ 


sun and Deneb will collide but Deneb’s 
approach will alter things for us radic- 
ally—and probably for the best—about 
200,000 years from now. Deneb is a 
giant star. When he is no closer to us 
than Sirius is now (8.6 light years) he 
will outshine the present Sirius 160 
times. Night would then be turned into 
a sort of midnight-sun twilight. Even in 
daytime Deneb will be seen as a brilliant 
point of light—almost a second sun in 
the sky. This sort of thing reminds us 
of some items mentioned in the book of 


Revelation but it is hoped that Deneb 
will not come much closer than this or 
we would have What is said in St. Peters’ 
epistles about the Second Coming when 
“the heavens will pass away with great 
violence and the elements will be dis- 
solved with heat, and the earth, and the 
works that are in it will be dissolved 
with heat.” 

The future and probable state of 
things when Deneb is relatively close to 
the solar system will likely be a culmina- 
tion of the yery desirable things prom- 
ised in religion. A state of things we 
are steadily approaching now faster, 
now a bit slower. Sometimes these things 
seem a long time off, only a dream but 
a hauntingly sweet one. Not only Deneb 
but the constellation of the Swan and its 
neighbors seem to partake of this influ- 
ence. Robson writes that Cygnus “gives 
a contemplative, dreamy, cultured and 
adaptable nature. The affections are ill- 
regulated and unsteady and the talents 
develop late.” I repeat the last words, 
“the talents develop late,” implying high 
ideals difficult to realize but eventually 
certain of accomplishment; fulfillment 
of all desires, attainment of all goals. 


Parallel to the mysticism about Cygnus 
in the Western World we have the 
mysticism associated with Kalahamsa 
(again the Swan) in the East, especially 
the admonition to bestride the “great 
swan” in spiritual endeavors. References 
to Kalahamsa are easily found; their 
import is as stated above. 

A certain sort of thinking correlates 
Cygnus with the land of Canada on 
earth, a paradise of the future. 

Cygnus will be the pole star round 
about 10,000 A.D., but may you return 
to your old home-planet, Mother Earth, 
two thousand millenia hence, to enjoy 
the heaven on earth you’ve dreamed of 
and longed for as an earthling!

Julius Caesar: “The Ides of March are come.” 


Soothsayer: “Ay, Caesar, but not gone.” 
. - . Shakespeare’s Julius Caesar, Act III, Sc. 1 


M ANY of the Shakespearean dramas 
are based on the lives of historic Greeks 
and Romans, as preserved in the writings 
of Plutarchus, and I wondered if the 
augury of the Ides of March appeared 
in the source material as Shakespeare 
used it. Consulting the edition from 
which the above quotation is taken—dated 
the year 1603—I found that Caesar’s 
dramatic meeting with the Soothsayer 
on his way to the “Senate house” on 
the day he was assassinated was ever 
more fulsomely noted there, and that the 
account of Calpurnia’s freighted dream 
of the night before was written down 
with the ring of truth. Plutarchus, as 
nearly as historians can place him, lived 
between 45 or 50 and 120 A.D. 

Two words especially intrigued me 
in this account of the occasion: first, 
“merily,’ reconstructing for us as it does 
the magnetic person of the man Caius 
Julius, emperor of Rome, as he walked 
confidently through the crowds, under 
‘a bright. blue Italian sky; and “softly,” 
describing the voice of the Soothsayer, 
answering Caesar with the assurance of 


foreknowledge. The, archaic meaning of 
“sooth” as you know is truth. The Sooth- 
sayer no doubt was an astrologer whom 
Caesar had consulted often, and judging 
by the two descriptive adverbs used by 
Plutarchus, he was devoted to Caesar 
and was present in the crowd out of a 
fearsome curiosity about his interpreta- 
tion of the malefic aspect at work in 
Caesar’s horoscope. 


The lunation this month, which is also 
a solar eclipse, embraces the Ides of 
March, and just as in Caesar’s time, 
it will be a day of “great danger” for 
some; for others—as for those of the 
Roman populace then—it will be just 
a day only to remember; in these times, 
as the deadline for filing their income 
tax... serious enough to Americans 
this year. The solar eclipse of February 
25, 1952 opposes the eclipse of last Sep- 
tember first. The academic interpretation 
of this opposition is: “Dries up rivers, 
makes seacoasts unfortunate.” That for 
the eclipse in September: “Calamity and 
death of some king.” With these aspects 
now in balanced polarity during March,

it could be the augury of the death of 
some highly-placed personage in a storm 
at sea. The plane could even disappear 
entirely, never to be found. This con- 
clusion is borne out by the position of 
the planets in relation to Mars during 
the first eight months of 1952, with Mars 
in its own sign, Scorpio, in the 10th 
house. We may also hear of the passing 
of others prominent in public life. 

If we are still at “war,” however, we 
find that our affairs prosper considerably 
better than heretofore: indicated by the 
grand trine between Sun-Moon, Mars 
and Uranus. Mars, unafflicted, presages 
victory. Mars, however, for March, is 
squared by Venus from the first house— 
not a weighty aspect—therefore peace 
may be close, after 20 months of the “non- 
war.” President Truman has called it a 
“Police Action.” The Congress has re- 
ferred to it as a “conflict.” The people 
—under its strains and drains—know 
it’s WAR! Maj. Gen. Charles A. Wil- 
loughby, Gen MacArthur’s intelligence 
chief, has called it two wars: 1, “The 
Korean War of 1950,” and: 2, “The 
Chinese Communist War of 1951.” The 
boys, in the snow and mud of Korea, 
on “Heart-Break” Ridge, call it... Hell. 
But by whatever name, it is the costliest 
military engagement—in lives and money 
—that this Country has ever prosecuted. 














U. P. Foreign News Editor Harry 
Ferguson, in his column, Balance Sheet, 
quotes Gen. James A. Van Fleet, Com- 
mander of the U. S. Eighth Army, as 
having replied when asked who won the 
war in Korea: “ ... When the Com- 
munist aggressor invaded South Korea, 
the paramount task of the U. N. was to 
repel the invader and throw him back 
across the 38th Parallel. The Eighth 
Army and the attached U. N. Forces 
have accomplished this mission.” (Mars 
in the 10th square Venus in the first: 
victory . . . but passive, with public 
doubt !) 

Venus in the first: “Some prominent 
woman and a socialite may marry, the 
affair receiving considerable publicity. 
The activity of women in the political 
campaign goes on apace. The men can- 
didates, as well as women, may come in 
for some very unpleasant publicity. 
Watching the progressive planetary as- 
pects as they form in the successive 
lunation charts, it becomes increasingly 
more evident that women are in this 
campaign in earnest. Venus square Mars: 
they could—taking their cues from the 
men — become almost too aggressive. 
Venus in Aquarius, in the same sign as 
the Moon in the 1776 U. S. chart, con- 
joins General MacArthur’s Sun and the 
Sun of 1842 Mutation. MacArthur could 
receive the overwhelming support of the 
feminine contingent of voters. 

Inasmuch as these lunation analyses 
cover a period of approximately only 28 
days, it must always be borne in mind 
that over-all events must be considered 
progressively. Current events, from 
month to month, either wax or wane, 
depending on their nature. We know, of 
course, that presidential campaigns stretch 
over many months, therefore only the 
monthly phase is considered—according 
to the planetary positions of the lunation 
—in these articles. You will recall that 
last month I observed that the 1952 pres- 
idental race—according, not only to the 
stars, but by what has already been 
reported in the public press, will likely be 
the most hotly contested election within 
the memory of those now living . . . with 
just nothing going “according to Hoyle.” 
The cosmic cardinal squares, with the 
emphasis on the unpredictable Uranus, 
“the jolter,” are still‘in orb. Behind-the- 
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scenes political strategists'will have their 
schemes knocked into the proverbial 
cocked hat, and it now appears that some 
unknown “Little Jack Horner” could 
walk off _with the big plum in the presi- 
dential pie, the whole surprising business 
due—according to the stars—to the en- 
ergies of the aroused feminine contingent 
of the nation’s electorate. And the little 
plums—just as surprisingly—may go to 
still other now obscure “Johnnies-come- 
lately.” 

Religious and sectarian groups will, 
I believe, quite openly enter the political 
arena for 1952, contrary to the consti- 
tutional detachment supposed to restrain 
them. This is shown by the eclipse in 
Virgo last September in opposition to 
the eclipse now in ‘Pisces. These. two 
signs rule Christianity. The eclipse and 
Mercury, intercepted in Pisces in the 
second house of the lunation figure, will 
condition its benefits, as well as its detri- 
ments. Occuring in the house of finance, 
it appears that President Truman will not 
be successful in obtaining all the addi- 
tional taxes he desires. Jupiter in the 3rd 
is the ruler of the legislative 11th—the 
Congress—and 4s badly afflicted by Sat- 
urn and Neptune. This will evidence as a 
tendency to slow things down—curtail the 
power drive of both the executive and 
legislative departments of the govern- 
ment. Neptune is elevated above Saturn 
in the 9th house, and Saturn, as men- 
tioned, is in bad aspect to Jupiter, affect- 
ing the judiciary. The nation may grieve 
the loss of an older member of the 
Supreme Court. This aspect also indi- 
cates concern with foreign commercial 
treaties and agreements: they will be 
subject to confusion and delay this month. 
Our foreign affairs may suffer some sort 
of confusion and delaying action at this 
time, as well. 

Disasters at sea and in the air, under 
these aspects squaring Uranus, in both 
the foreign and domestic travel houses, 
augur the loss of cargo ships because of 
bad storms and rough seas; because of 
transportation tieups, due to hazardous 
weather on land; food shortages may 
occur in some sections of the country. 
This nation, during March, will be called 
upon to help feed several nations—espe- 
cially in the Orient—due to the long 
bitter winter more or less general all 
around the Northern Hemisphere. 


Uranus in the 6th house: some sur- 
prising change may occur with reference 
to the Armed Services: a possible cut 
in the draft, due to the imminence of 
peace. Destruction of military supplies 
and equipment due to explosions and/or 
sabotage is a possibility. There may be 
reports of experiments with under-water 
bombs, projectiles, or new types of sub- 
marines. 

While the cardinal cross overshadows 
events for months to come, it is alleviated 
a little at this time by the lunation trine 
of Sun-Moon, Mars and Uranus. The 
transiting Saturn is in the proximity of 
the U.S.A. 1776 Saturn all spring—a 
sobering and introspective aspect—com- 
pelling the recognition of responsibilities, 
It grows apparent now to the people of 
this Nation that there is something “rotten 
in Denmark,” — something amiss — that 
even between ourselves and our allies 
there appears to be a lack of purpose, a 
lack of planning, of cooperation. Heavy- 
handed Saturn, over the natal place, can’t 
but sober some of us. . . let’s hope per- 
manently mature us. As a nation, this 
maturity is long overdue. 

Pluto, in the 7th, house, indicates the 
great national question: Who are our 
friends; who are our enemies? Who: is 
sincere; who is exploiting us? There 
could be some sort of “ganging up” 
against us this month, a “selling out” 
by other nations . . . Eastern? 

Aspects from Jupiter and Neptune to 
the Full Moon of March 11th presages 
much cold weather over the nation: fro- 
zen land, also loss of winter crops. Spring 
will come late this year; plowing and 
planting will be delayed. 

The full moon makes a partile quin- 
cunx—an odd configuration—between the 
Sun and Neptune, a destiny ray : someone 
in this country, highly esteemed in relig- 
ious affairs, could be taken by death. It 
is also a further confirmation of the air 
and sea disasters already read from other 
positions in the lunation chart for March. 
Storms and cold weather damage valu- 
able land, ships, supplies. A hazardous 
month for air travel over the oceans. 
The March figure has several aspects 
auguring the deaths of prominent people 
in this country. 

Jupiter opposing Saturn: The faith 
of the nation is badly shaken by all the 
scandals and exposes that have been un- 
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covered and reported in the daily papers 
throughout the wr: months. A young 
member of the U. Junior Chamber 
of Commerce is sad as having said 
recently : “Many of our leaders in Wash- 
ington have lost sight of the great prin- 
ciples and truths upon which America 
was founded, and through which she 
became great. They must return to them.” 
An American parent returned to the 
Whitehouse a scroll which accompanied 
the award of the Navy Cross to his 
son, with the statement that: “Those 
noble words on the scroll may be used 
by those who earn the right: by one 
marine speaking to another ; by a Lincoln 
grieving for one of his sol liers. Your 
use of these words will heighten, not 
lessen, the anger of those who saw their 
sons die for a policy of fear and appease- 
ment. You honor neither the words nor 
our son by using them. We return the 
scroll to you. May God forgive you; we 
cannot.” It doesn’t matter what the names 
of the incumbents now in office were. 
According to the progression of the cyc- 
les, all this is a part of the national des- 
tiny, and only ‘those whose karma it is 
to work out their present lives through 
such expe riences are “in their right 
place.” The present positions of Saturn 
and Jupiter, in opposition aspect to the 
1776 U.S.A. chart, indicate this national 
disintegration. We fear there will be still 
more exposes—more turned-out, cor- 
rupted officials during the ensuing months. 
The matter of an ambassador to the 
Vatican will again be heatedly debated in 
many quarters. It appears religious dis- 
putes—in open defiance of the Bill of 
Rights—will flare up this month, with 
the possibility of some sort of test case 
to determine its power. These aspects— 
spreading of course through more than 
one lunation—are the acid tests of our 
American structure. We are being called 
upon to prove whether our national foun- 
dations are as impregnable as we’ve 
believed them to be—or only beautiful 
words on a museum parchment, to have 
beeri academically lauded while the nation 
was young, but to go the way of all 
heroic ideals after the nation becomes 
populous and polyglot. 
The World Beyond Our Borders 
BRITAIN 


The chart set up for London finds the 
emphasis this month almost completely 











centered on internal affairs. Venus in 
the 10th: the announcement of a royal 
engagement ... Princess Margaret Rose? 

Matters pertaining to health, labor, 
legislation, are to the forefront, with 
planets in the 6th and the 11th. It appears 
that food prices will again increase; 
rationing controls may be tightened; 
workers may strike for higher wages, 
spurred to it by rising living costs. 

There will likely be widespread illness 
throughout the British Isles—some sort 
of epidemic. With the eclipse in the 11th 
— legislation — England’s international 
administrative problems are not too com- 
plicated, despite the fact that the popula- 
tion on the whole has suffered a hard 
winter because of the lack of fuel, food 
shortages, and rationing. They take their 
dissatisfactions out on the new party in 
power, forgetting they had these con- 
ditions to contend with last year, under 
the Labor Government. Saturn, Neptune 
and Mars in the 6th house of the chart 
presage the continued trouble in the Near 
East, Egypt and North Africa, and the 
Orient. 

Jupiter in the 12th, opposing planets 
in the 6th: the State Church (of Eng: 
land) appears to be losing its hold on 
the people. Loss of planes and shipping 
is indicated from the position of Uranus 
in the 3rd. There could be railroad, bus, 
and/or tramway strikes, according to the 
squares from the 3rd, 6th and 12th 
houses. 


GERMANY 


During the United Nations’ meetings 
in Paris last November and December, 
the German Chancellor, Konrad Aden- 
auer, agreed to cast Germany’s lot with 
the western nations. Details, however, are 
to be worked out, but it is a foregone 
conclusion that no obstacles will be set 
in the way of the ratification. The eclipse 
chart, set up for Berlin, has Venus but 
one degree from the midheaven point. 
This is a clear indication that Germany 
desires peace, and is willing to pay the 
price required of her. As soon as the 
necessary legislative machinery can be 
set in motion, she will start drafting men 
for her contingent of the International 
European Army, under General Eisen- 
hower: 6th house planets, ruling armed 
forces. There will be objections, of 
course, (Saturn in the 6th) from mem- 
bers of the old military cast, and from 
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former Nazis, but western Germany, as 
an entity, has suffered enough at the 
hands of the Russians, and this opposi- 
tion will be overruled. A recrudescence 
of the Nazi youth movement has been 
reported as this is written (12/18/51). 
This group resistance is indicated by 
Pluto in the 4th. 

Jupiter in the 42th is testimony of 
secret opposition from some of the clergy, 
and members of the old monarchial 
groups, deposed after World War I. The 
memory of inherited life patterns die 
quite as hard in the human species as 
in the annimal kingdom. Strange, that 
American-born descendants of European 
emigrants are returning to Europe in the 
capacity of “servers” (the military), no 
doubt paying—or accruing—some of our 
national group karma. After all, Europe 
is part of our racial subconscious, and 
quite possibly has left her pattern in 
our national subconscious—in the same 
way that is evidenced in the remarkable 
behavior of the salmon swimming up- 
stream in the spring, fighting the almost 
insurmountable barriers of great water- 
falls that block its return to its beginnings 
at the end of a cycle. Many of our boys 
marry and bring European wives home 
with them. It would seem that a mixed 
blood-life is this country’s heritage and 
continuous destiny. It has been subject to 
it from its,beginnings. Soldiers on as- 
signments in Asia and elsewhere marry 
other nationals. Many Japanese brides 
have already been brought back by their 
G. I. husbands. 

Germany, at present, is suffering more 
from the restrictions of the Occupation 
than from shortages of any kind. Their 
native thrift and ingenuity have gone far 
towards her reconstruction. Industry 
has been generally reorganized, and her 
production is way up. 


RUSSIA 


According to the eclipse figure for 
Moscow this month, purgings still con- 
tinue behind the Iron Curtain. Mars, 
Neptune and Saturn, in Libra, in the 
5th house: affairs of the youth of the 
nation are critically spotlighted. For what- 
ever reasons, they have drawn the wrath 
of their masters. More stringent regula- 
tions will be clamped down on them, and 
whatever limited privileges they’ve had 
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will be cut down; they will be worked 
harder and longer—if possible. With 
Uranus in the first house, there will likely 
be uprisings that the outside world will 
never hear about. Some refugees, how- 
ever, will escape to tell ‘their personal 
stories. 

Trouble is evidenced for whatever 
fragment of the clergy that has been 
left to practice religion behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

There appeared in Time Magazine for 
December 17, 1951, an excerpt from an 
article written for The National and 
English Review by John Lindsay Eric 
Smith, a lanky young London’ banker 
with a solid background, who was per- 
mitted to visit Russia “unofficially and 
briefly” last fall. “Being unguided and 
unhustled — although watched — I saw 
enough to alter my view,” he writes. I 
shall quote only very brief passages, high- 
lights I believe he might point up in a 
short conversation about his visit there. 
The whole article, however, deserves 
widespread consideration. : 

“The first illusion to vanish was that 
Russia was irresistible . . . My first and 
most powerful impression of Russia was 
one of fantastic decrepitude; almost 
everything—roads and railways, build- 
ings new and old, is in a state of utmost 
decay. I do not believe there is a rail- 
way or road in Russia on which one 
could travel at an average of more than 
30 miles an hour. . . . The conditions 
under which most urban Russians live 
is worse than anything I have seen, even 
in the worst spots of Dublin or of Naples. 
... After making every allowance for the 
stiffening influence of the police state, 
and for an Asiatic disregard of poverty, 
it is still hard to believe that the Soviet 
Union—whatever the equipment of her 
armies at the front—could remain on 
the offensive with equipment such as 
this in the rear. These shortcomings do 
not make it impossible for the Russians 
to wage war, but their present internal 
policy must dissuade from it... . For the 
masters of Russia, war is not immoral 
or inhumane, or even undesirable; it is 
just a certain type of policy to be used 
when it pays. Russia will go to war when 
the dozen isolated men in the Politburo 
decide that the time has arrived... . 
Whenever some special creative ability 
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is vital to Russia—as in the fields of 
science and war—it is imported from the 
West. The Soviet Union is an avid sub- 
scriber to technical magazines the world 
over. . . . Indeed the stimulus which 
Russia received from her violent war- 
time contact with the West cannot be 
overestimated. . . . If Russia is cut off 
from the West she will .. . fall slowly 
so far behind that war (for her) in 
perhaps only one generation will become 
impossible.” 

As a remedy, Mr. Smith suggests that: 
“All East-West trade should cease. At 
the same time, a diplomatic policy of 
tit for tat should be initiated: all the 
insulting restrictions which are applied to 
Western diplomats in Moscow should be 
applied to Russians in the West. The 
Russians will not think the worse .of us 
for this treatment, nor be more likely 
to resort to war, since nothing can make 
them more hostile to us than they are at 
present... . Ina complicated world, the 
Russians have a simple and active faith; 
they have something to offer; we have 
not. At present the only faiths available 
to compete with Communism are Cathol- 
icism and Fascism, which explains the 
special virulence of the Russians against 
them; but neither of these is likely to 
unite the West. There must be a gen- 
uine counter-reformation of the West. 
... It is important to bring the news 
that Russia is not irresistible; . . . and 
to render (her) harmless, we need only 
freeze the cold war solid and™isolate 
Russia .. . during which (time), armed 
but inactive, we watch our enemy weaken 
(while we) promote this counter-refor- 
mation of the West.” 


THE NEAR EAST 


The cosmic cardinal cross still weighs 
heavily over this group of nations, The 
international affairs of all of them are 
very disturbed right now. The turmoil 
in Iran—because of the unsolved oil 
crisis and lack of income for the workers 
—is creating grave pressures. “Rabble- 
rousing,” encouraged by Russian agents, 
could excite to open violence. The malefic 
aspects to Jupiter—ruling religion—could 
excite an Islamic-inspired demonstration 
against Non-Mohammadans living with- 
in these countries. 

Despite the help given by the U. S. to 
Turkey and her rapid westernization, the 
population is made up of a primitive 











society and is incapable of correctly un- 
derstanding the changes at work in the 
country. The Turkish government could 
be faced with some sort of youth rebel- 
lion this month. 
EGYPT 

It appears affairs in this strategically- 
placed nation remain more or less “as 
was” last month. The government itself 
would like to come to some clear-cut 
understanding with the British Govern- 
ment and N.A.T.O. nations over the 
Suez Canal, but the populace now has 
made it an outstanding issue and is so 
stirred up about it that negotiations are 
stymied. Guerilla warfare continues: 
Mars in the 6th. It is a resistance, not 
only against the English, but against their 
own government. Unrest throughout the 
nation is general. 


INDIA 

The unrest which is working: through 
all the nations of the Near Fast is present 
also in the March eclipse chart for India: 
Saturn in the 4th, with Neptune and 
Mars. This nation, however, has the 
added problems of widespread hunger 
and disease to contend with. Malnutri- 
tron, epidemics, lack of sanitation, -of 
medical care, and, of course, of food, 
could take the lives of thousands upon 
thousands of the lowly. Extreme cold 
and floods cut off cities.and villages in 
the mountainous sections ; heavy rains in 
other sections of the country. India seeks 
desperately to build up a foreign trade, 
but her internal problems are so big, 
so involved, and so devious, that this 
is well-nigh impossible of accomplishment 
at present. It is a sorry commentary on 
the present state of the Brotherhood of 
Man that the wheat which was allocated 
to India by this government last year 
largely fell into the hands of Indian 
racketeers, never reaching those for 
whom it was primarily intended. 

ARGENTINA 

Aquarius rises in the eclipse chart for 
Buenos Aires this month. Venus on the 
ascendant, but in the 12th house: Senora 
Peron: has recovered from her serious 
illness of last fall and is secretly planning 


‘ once more to take a strong part in the 


nation’s affairs. Peron, back in power, 
doesn’t have the full cooperation of his 
people, or of the army. The planefs 
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Progressing throughout the past luna- 
tions, and still operative for Mareh, have 
not been in positions of good augury for 
him. Saturn, passing over his Sun, and 
Mars—opposing Jupiter—is not good for 
his command of the armed forces. 


There could be a serious revolt in Ar- 
gentina before Jupiter leaves Libra. 
Peron may have a revolution that cannot 
be so easily subdued as some of those 
in the past. Mars in Scorpio, conjunct 
Uranus, is revolutionary, and it is not 
unlikely that we may hear of open rebel- 
lion against his clique and his regime 
during the spring months. Senora Peron, 
too, is feared—not loved—as her recent 
elevation to sainthood by Juan would 
lead some to believe. The army still chafes 
under the possible threat of a female 
member of the top brass staff. 


Venus in the 12th, squaring Mars in 
the 9th: scandals could come to light in 
this government, too, involving many pri- 
vate lives and foreign contacts. Uranus 
and the Sun, as in the U.S.A. chart, is 
transiting Argentina’s natal Sun: the 
people are sullen; resent the high taxes 
and deprivations. They are not adapting 
to the Communistic type of government 
Peron has tried to impose on them; nor 
is the army submitting to the will of 
Peron. 


The August 1952 eclipse will make 
malefic aspects to the Argentine natal 
chart, and to the natal charts of Juan 
and Evita Peron. At that time, affairs 
in this nation will likely be very critical. 


BRAZIL 


The March eclipse chart for Rio de 
Janiero has the Sun-Moon in opposition 
to Saturn: her products are for sale, but 
in a declining market. Coffee contracts, 
expiring now, will no doubt be renewed, 
but at considerably lower figures. Her 
present coffee holdings are large. Brazil 
als@® has lumber, rubber and meat to 
sell this month. Some new oil wells may 
be opened or discovered. There is an 
augury of shipping losses, either by sea 
or air, near her harbors. 


The transiting Mars conjoins the 
Scorpio planets of her Constitution chart, 
presaging internal troubles—possibly an 
insurrection connected with—or among— 
her officials.

MEXICO 


Jupiter and Saturn, in the chagt set 
up for Mexico City this month, are oddly 
placed. Jupiter is on the exact degtee of 
the 4th house and exactly opposite Sa- 
turn, which is also exactly placed on the 
cusp of the 10th. This could bring some 
strange upheaval—some natural catas- 
trophe; it could be a very severe earth- 
quake. There may be an attempt on the 
life of the president, some disagreement 
between church and the government ; could 
be over protection against the loss and/or 
defacement of ancient and valuable 
church property. Neptune in the 10th 
usually indicates vandalism. Capricorn 
rules Mexico: Saturn conjoined the 10th 
house cusp could indicate some debt of 
destiny paid. 

With three planets in Pisces in the 
2nd: Mexico continues to attract foreign 
tourists, many of whom are American. 
These visitors—this month—could be 
made up from religious groups or organ- 
izations—or artists—interested in the 
beautiful old church art of centuries ago. 
This nation is building up a nice export 
trade, and the tourists buy many of the 
lovely silver things that are so typical 
of the native art. 

Earth disturbances may expose still 
more Ore veins—mineral deposits in this 
country are vast—keeping the mining 
interests on a permanent gue vive. Jupi- 
ter, the planet of abundance, can some- 
times overdo a good thing: it is possible 
that there could be too much rain this 
month; swollen rivers could cause great 
damage in some of the states. 

Some very old mystery may be cleared 
up and publicized in Mexico this month.

A POTENTIAL GENIUS 


A mother writes: “When my eldest 
son was born May 1, 1942 at 6:24 A.M., 
East Liverpool, Ohio, a friend of mine 
suggested that I have his horoscope drawn 
up by an astrologer. I merely sent the 
birthdate, and back came a reply by 
special delivery—that never had she seen 
such a chart! It was so unusual and glor- 
ious that she wept. The aspects denoted 
a ‘genius’ who would have renowned 
success.” 

She said that although she was sur- 
prised and somewhat shocked over this 
news, her one thought was to make her- 
self a success and famous in order to 
help him, for then she could give him 
the necessary education that would fit 
him in his own special world of oppor- 
tunity. She said she persisted doggedly, 
in trying to achieve her aim, but, quote: 
“it’s ironical that he’s never had more 
than bare necessities,” and that with great 
sacrifice on her part. If he was to be a 
genius she wanted to give him every 
chance. 

As often happens when one is not 
particularly interested in horoscope anal- 
yses, this mother put the material in his 
scrapbook and through the years lost it. 
She could not remember all that had 
been written about him so at this time 
would like to have his horoscope inter- 
preted again. She said she feels she has 
failed utterly and miserably in his train- 
ing and guidance and is very unhappy 
over it.

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We erected the chart according to the 
Time and Place and could easily see why 
the other astrologer was anxious to send 
the Special Delivery lette¥ to the mother 
telling about her findings. We were as- 
tonished, too, for here is a boy nine years 
old, healthy and well whq¢n his horoscope 
indicated he would not live very long; 
in fact, it is a type of chart of a child 
often stillborn. Much research has been 
done on this and it has been found that 
when Saturn is within 6 degrees or less 
below the horizon the child seldom lives. 
In this chart we find Taurus rising 
20° : 30’ with Saturn 29° : 04’, also Uran- 
us 29° 13’—exactly in conjunction with 
the degrees on the Ascendant. We de 
cided there must be some mistake and 
contacted the mother again. 

She said our Special Delivery letter 
set her trembling for the reason that we 
mentioned her son’s planetary configura- 
tions often indicate a stillborn child when 
he was born very much alive and howling 
lustily. She did explain Her difficulty all 
during the nine months, for the doctor 
expected her to lose him. She felt it was 
her determination and her prayers that 
carried her through. She said: “I always 
remember that as the first ‘two way’ con- 
versation with God. By that I mean, I 
had always prayed . . . but that seemed 
the first time that I felt the ‘touch of His 
Hand’ for I knew suddenly that I would 
carry him through—though I was told 
such @ miracle couldn’t happen.” She 
was quite sure the birth time was cor-

rect, but to be more certain she talked 
with the head director of the Chamber 
of Commerce in that city. He told her 
on May 1, 1942, War Time was in use. 
That being the case 6:24 A.M. EWT is 
correct, or 5:24 A.M. EST, as there is 
an hour’s difference between Standard 
Time and War Time. 

In this chart we find the planets 
grouped together in the same fashion but 
different houses while there is not that 
dangerous degree between Saturn and 
the Ascendant as in the other map; also, 
Mars, the giver of life, forms a good 
aspect to the Ascendant and Sun. We 
checked it further and find it does indi- 
cate many of the tendencies and idio- 
syncrasies the mother finds difficult to 
understand in her boy. 

Nevertheless, her sole problem is that 
she feels she has failed to provide him 
with things that would be an outlet for 
his talents—but nine years have gone by 
and from all indications and judging 
from her past,experiences he will have 
to earn his own education. It is here she 
is worried for she feels his nervous 
temperament and intensity in which he 
goes after his studies might be too much 
for him to take. 

She said: “He is strong willed to the 
point of ruthlessness—and has a gift of 
oratory that leaves me gaping and furi- 
ous at times. He resents deeply not be- 
ing the only child, even though fve never

shown partiality. Yet, paradoxically, he 
is the only child I’ve ever seen who is 
completely unselfish. He would truly do 
without, and give to the next person. He 
is touched and wants to give his all to 
a beggar in the street, to a schoolmate, 
or a child he reads about in a paper who 
is sick, or seems to be in want. This in- 
congruous nature of his is baffling at 
times.” 


Nervous Intensity Shown 

In analyzing this chart we find the 
nervousness and intensity in the planets 
situated in the lst house and the sign of 
Taurus. Mercury, representing the mind 
and nervous system, in a fixed sign, in- 
dicates that mental cultivation and learn- 
ing do not come easily. However, it does 
give a good memory. Yet the conjunc- 
tion with Saturn hinders his expression 
of speech and the spreading of knowl- 
edge for fear of criticism and other 
people’s opinions. In other words, he 
stands in his own light and is overly 
cautious until he becomes angry (Uran- 
us), then he will explode and give forth 
all he knows about a subject that has 
been buried deeply within. It is prob- 
ably the suddenness of this unexpected 
tirade that his mother speaks of, as it 
would seem she must wait until he is 
finished before she can answer him. 
(Many planets in the Fixed Quadrupl- 
icity.) She said this makes her furious, 
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and it would, for in her chart we find 
Mars, Mercury, and Jupiter in the same 
sign and almost the same degrees. 

Mercury in Taurus in both charts is 
not helpful to ejther person in just an 
ordinary conversation let alone an argu- 
ment. It has béen my observation to find 
one person actually believes the other 
would not understand his object or pur- 
pose—so why try to explain? This situ- 
ation can be worked out by the one who 
is more alert in seeking a compatible 
way of approach through some other 
method rather than in trying to force 
opinions on another through arguments. 

Yes, the mother is correct, her boy 
has an intense and highly sensitized ner- 
vous system. All his planets are in the 
Earth and Water Triplicities with the 
exception of Jupiter in the Air sign of 
Gemini and Pluto in the Fire sign of 
Leo. He has an Earth Ascendant and 
Midheaven. The many earth planets in- 
dicate an ability to adopt means to an 
end or to turn what is at hand to account. 
This means he uses shrewd common 
sense in all of his activities and plans. 
His ability to discriminate would he 
much more healthy and release that in- 
tensity if he could develop his reason- 
ing faculty, which shows a lack in the 
one planet in thé Fire Triplicity, He 
judges more through feelings and sensa- 
tion, rather than intellectual reasoning 
and judging. His intuition is the out- 
growth of his emotional response. (Only 
one planet in the Air sign and many in 
the Water signs.) He learns through 
practical application. 

Venus, ruler of his Sun sign, Taurus, 
and the Ascending sign, is found in the 
sign of Pisces, with a square aspect of 
,Jupiter. These planets are situated on 
‘the eastern sign of the chart. It is here 
we see his love for sacrifice in giving to 
those in need, for his feelings of love 
reach their highest expression in this 
action. To quote from a very fine book: 
“The flesh must be crucified, before the 
Spirit of Wisdom and Love can be 
lifted up to heaven.” This accounts for 
his great attraction to those weaker than 
he and his yearning to give them the 
things they need. As Jupiter, the planet 
of “expansion,” ‘is in his second house, 
representing “resources and finances,” we 
can understand that sympathy and assist- 
ance is apt to be abused and misunder- 
stood. He is inclined to give more and do 
more than the occasion warrants. 


It is probably fortunate his mother 
has not been able to give him the money 
he seems to want so desperately, for she 
says: “I know that subconsciously he 
resents my not having the money. Taurus, 
I know, is always concerned with money. 
So naturally, it bothers me when he 
lashes out his resentment of the lack of 
money for this and that . . : although 
he is repentant after he thinks it over.” 
We cannot help but wonder if he would 
use it for his education and needs or 
give it away. We believe he would give 
it away, because Jupiter is in Fall in 
Gemini, consequently his urge to give is 
not conductive to the actual situation, 
but since his Venus is exalted in the 
sign of Pisces he is able to see and 
understand when he learns more about 
the problem of need. However, Venus is 
in the opposite sign of Virgo, wherein 
Neptune, the planet of deception, is 
found. It is here we can understand a 
certain selfish angle to the boy’s unsel- 
fishness, so to speak, for it is a con- 
figuration that indicates sensation. He 
gets a thrill and sensation out of giving. 
Stimulants should never be used or he 
might be tempted to over-indulge. This 
is further brought out in the square 
aspect of Jupiter to Neptune from the 
2nd house of finance to the 6th of service. 
Jupiter in adverse aspect to Neptune 
gives the tendency to carelessness in 
money matters, unpaid debts and the 
like. There is an excess feeling of pride 
and emotions that are ill-regulated. 

His ability to use his practical good 
sense will stand him in good stead, how- 
ever, and when he applies his efforts to 
the helping of humanity through kind 
words and deeds, it is then he will gain 
control over his emotions and sensations.

ANSWER: With Neptune, ruler of 
your seventh house, in Gemini in your 
ninth house, and Jupiter, co-ruler of the 
seventh, in Cancer in the tenth, and 
Venus in Leo in square to Uranus, the 
fact that you are seemingly ever “seek- 
ing an invisible goal, for deeper beauty 
always hungering,” is evident.

GOING FISHING 


The better the day, the better the 
fishing. Go fishing at the good periods. 
At the best periods you get the most 
fish. 

The best time is March 19th to 31st. 
The good days are March Ist, 2nd, 
16th, 17th and 18th. The low average 
catches will be made between March 
3rd and 15th. 











Crops that produce their yield above 
the soil and grow from seed with a root 
formation, such as beans, peas, lettuce, 
corn, sweepeas and marigolds, should be 
planted when the Moon is new or in its 
first quarter. Crops that produce their 
yield in the soil and grow from bulb 
formation, such as beets, carrots, po- 
tatoes, turnips, tulips and gladioli, should 
be planted when the Moon is full or in 
last quarter. Plant in last quarter only if 
necessary as it is not considered a good 
time to plant. 

Never plant when the soil is bone dry 
if you wish to Lunar Plant as there must 
be moisture in the soil to start germina-

from 10:10 A.M. Mar. 27th, all day 
Mar. 28th, and up to 4:37 P.M. Mar.

Seeding for Lawns: Start that lawn 
as soon as the soil can be worked in 
the spring.

Weaning Animals or Changing their 
Feed: Use the dates of Mar. 17th to 
24th inclusive. The two best days are 
Mar. 19th and 20th. 

Pruning, Nipping ‘Buds and Cutting
